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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I — The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

Chair’s Message 


I continue my efforts to significantly improve on delivery of our services to the Canadian 
public. : 


Between December 1999 and March 2000, the Commission completed an extensive 
review and strategic planning exercise. This initiative proved invaluable in identifying 
our work priorities for the next five years, as well as in our internal renewal. 


My first priority remains the elimination of the review backlog. By all accounts, this 
objective will be achieved by our target deadline of March 31, 2001. In addition, we have 
introduced an average 120-day turnaround period for reviews and have established review 
standards to prevent future backlogs of cases. 


My other commitments to improve public communications, information management 
systems and complaint investigation standards should significantly enhance our 
effectiveness in handling public complaints against the RCMP. 


Effective January 1, 2001, the Commission adopted a new English name: the 
Commission for Public Complaints Against the RCMP. This name change better reflects 
the mandate of the Commission, particularly for English-speaking Canadians who were 
uncertain about the independence of the Commission from the RCMP. 


Finally, in January 2001, my Interim Report on the Commission’s public interest 
investigation into the RCMP handling of public demonstrations over school closures in 
Saint-Simon and Saint-Sauveur, New Brunswick, was released. I am currently reviewing 
the RCMP Commissioner’s Notice on this matter and preparing my Final Report. 
Additionally, the report of the Honourable Ted Hughes on RCMP involvement in public 
demonstrations during the APEC Conference is scheduled to be released in this fiscal 
year. I am confident that these two landmark inquiries will ultimately make a compelling 
contribution to the subject of police conduct in the handling of public demonstrations.

2.1. + What’s New 


Between December 1999 and March 2000, the Commission undertook a major review 
and strategic planning exercise as a basis for renewal and a source of new direction in the 
years to come. Details of the key initiatives this exercise identified appear under 

Section 2.4, Planning Context. As well, the Commission adopted a name change effective 
January 1, 2001. The agency is now registered under the Federal Identity Program as the 
Commission for Public Complaints Against the RCMP (CPC). Since the inauguration of 
the Commission in September 1988, many have questioned its status, particularly its 
independence from the RCMP. The new English title better reflects the mandate of the 
Commission and helps to reinforce the fact that the Commission is not part of the RCMP. 
Finally, in January 2001, the Commission Chair released her Interim Report on the 
Commission’s public interest investigation into the RCMP handling of public 
demonstrations in Saint-Simon and Saint-Sauveur, New Brunswick. 


2.2 Mandate, Role and Responsibilities

The CPC is a federal agency that receives and reviews public complaints about the 
conduct of members of the RCMP in the performance of any duty or function under the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police Act. The Commission is entirely separate from and 
independent of the RCMP. 
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The mandate of the Commission is set out in Part VII of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police Act and can be summarized as follows: 


To receive complaints from the public about the 
conduct of RCMP members; 
To conduct reviews when complainants are not satisfied 


with the RCMP’s disposition of their complaints; 
To hold hearings and investigations; and 
To report findings and recommendations. 


The jurisdiction of the Commission pertains to RCMP members only and does not 
include members of other police forces. The Commission does not have the authority to 
make binding recommendations, impose discipline or make monetary awards to 
complainants. 


Role and Responsibilities 


The fundamental role of the Commission is to provide civilian oversight of RCMP 
members’ conduct in the performance of their policing duties. The CPC holds the RCMP 
accountable to the public by providing, at the request of complainants, an independent 
review of the RCMP’s disposition of complaints and by making recommendations to the 
Commissioner of the RCMP. 


Members of the public may make complaints about the conduct of RCMP members to the 
RCMP, the Commission, or the provincial authority responsible for policing. Complaints 
are normally sent to the RCMP first. The Commissioner of the RCMP is required to report 
the results of investigations to complainants. If complainants are not satisfied with the 
RCMP’s disposition of the complaint, they may ask for a review by the Commission. The 
Chair of the Commission may also initiate a complaint if she considers that there are 
reasonable grounds to do so. 


When reviewing the RCMP’s disposition of a complaint, the Commission does not act as 
an advocate either for the complainant or for RCMP members. Rather, its role is to 
conduct an independent inquiry and reach objective conclusions based on the available 
information. 


In conducting its review, the Commission considers all relevant information provided by 
the complainants and the RCMP. If not satisfied that such information is complete, it asks 
the RCMP for additional information or, where appropriate, conducts its own 
independent investigation. The Chair also has the authority to hold a public hearing to 
inquire into a complaint. 


When the Chair or Vice-Chair is not satisfied with the RCMP’s disposition of a 


complaint, the CPC produces an interim report containing findings and recommendations; 
after the RCMP Commissioner replies to the interim report, a final report is forwarded to 
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the Solicitor General, to the Commissioner of the RCMP and to the parties. If the Chair 
or Vice-Chair concludes that the RCMP responded adequately to the complainant’s 
concerns, a final report stating that the RCMP’s disposition of the complaint was 
satisfactory is delivered. 


The Commission reports to Parliament. The Solicitor General of Canada tables the 
Commission’s reports; however, the Solicitor General has no involvement in the 
operations of the Commission. 


2.3 Program Objective 


To provide the public with an opportunity to make complaints regarding the conduct of 
members of the RCMP in the performance of their duties, and to have the RCMP’s 
disposition of those complaints reviewed by an external body in an independent and 
impartial manner. 


2.4 Planning Context 


As a result of the Commission’s review and strategic planning exercise, the following key 
initiatives have been identified as priorities over the next five years: 


e to eliminate any remaining backlog in reviews in 2000-2001; 

e to develop and implement a public communications strategy, especially targeting 
ethnic minorities or groups who may not understand the public complaints process; 

e to develop and implement, in consultation with the RCMP and other key 
stakeholders, common standards for police investigations of complaints; and 

e to develop and implement an information management plan including development of 
a database on public complaints to provide information on national law enforcement 
trends for policy analysis. 


The Commission will report on the results of these initiatives in future reports to 
Parliament.

Business Line Objective: To provide the public with an opportunity to make complaints 
regarding the conduct of members of the RCMP in the performance of their duties, and to 
have the RCMP’s disposition of those complaints reviewed by an external body in an 
independent and impartial manner. 


Business Line Description: The Commission is an impartial and independent government 
institution. It receives complaints from the public and transfers them to the RCMP for 
investigation. It can also review the RCMP’s disposition of a complaint if the 
complainant is not satisfied with that disposition. The Commission may conduct 
investigations, hold public hearings, summon witnesses, administer oaths, accept such 
evidence as the Commission sees fit, and make findings and recommendations to the 
Commissioner of the RCMP and the Solicitor General of Canada. The Commission Chair 
may initiate complaints. The Chair must also submit an Annual Report to the Solicitor 
General setting out a summary of the activities of the Commission during the year and 
recommendations for tabling before each House of Parliament.

What’s New

Canada On-Line initiative and to 
streamline the application, storage and 
retrieval of documents related to 
matters brought before the Tribunal 
(see box). Since many cases generate 
hundreds of thousands of pages in 
documents, substantial savings may be 
realized through electronic filing. 
Phase II of the pilot project 
(Prototyping) is now complete and 
there is general agreement that the 
pilot was a success. Users said they 
would repeat the electronic hearing 
experience without hesitation. In 
Phase III, final modifications to the 
prototype will be made, based on the 
evaluation and on experience gained. 
Full implementation is scheduled for 
fiscal year 2001-2002. Although 
Phase III was the final phase of the 
pilot project, the Registry will look at 
improving the system to give lawyers 
more control over the display of 
documents during hearings and to 
develop filing capability directly from 
the Tribunal’s Web site. 


On June 29, 2000, Royal Assent was 
given to Bill C-26, An Act to amend 
the Canada Transportation Act, the 


Competition Act, the Competition Tribunal Act and the Air Canada Public Participation Act 
and to amend another Act in consequence. Under the amendment to the Competition 
Tribunal Act, amember of the Tribunal sitting alone can hear and dispose of any application 
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by persons against whom the Commissioner of Competition has made a temporary order 
respecting anti-competitive acts affecting domestic air services. Bill C-26 also provides the 
Tribunal with the power to issue or revoke Tribunal certificates under section 4.1 of the 
Competition Act. 


> 


Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The Competition Tribunal is a quasi-judicial adjudicative tribunal created in 1986 by the 
Competition Tribunal Act. Its mandate is to hear applications and issue orders related to the 
civil reviewable matters set out in Parts VII.1 and VIII of the Competition Act, whose 
purpose is to maintain and encourage competition in Canada, and to ensure that firms 
compete fairly and markets operate efficiently. The Tribunal has no other function and 
operates at arm’s length from government and its departments. 


The Competition Tribunal Act also provides for an administrative infrastructure for the 
Tribunal. Through its Registry, the Tribunal can hold its hearings anywhere in Canada for 
the proper conduct of the Tribunal’s business as necessary. The Registry is also the 
repository for filing applications and documents and issuing documents and orders for all 
cases brought before the Tribunal. 


The Tribunal is composed of not more than four judicial members and not more than eight 
non-judicial members. Non-judicial members have backgrounds in economics, business, 
accounting, marketing and other relevant fields. Figure 1 shows the Tribunal’s organizational 
structure.

The Governor in Council appoints judicial members, on the recommendation of the Minister 
of Justice, from among the judges of the Federal Court, Trial Division, and designates one 
of the judicial members as Chair of the Tribunal. The Governor in Council appoints non- 
judicial members on the recommendation of the Minister of Industry. Appointments are for 
a fixed term not exceeding seven years; members may be re-appointed. 


The Tribunal currently has four judicial members, one full-time non-judicial member who 
is an economist and five part-time non-judicial members. 


The Chair directs the work of the Tribunal and, in particular, allocates case work to the 
members. The Tribunal hears applications in panels of three, with two exceptions. In matters 
relating to the recent amendment under Bill C-26 described above, and for interim orders 
under sections 100(1) and 104(1) of the Competition Act, cases may proceed before one 
Tribunal member only. In all other cases, a judicial member must preside and there must be 
at least one non-judicial member on a panel. Although the Tribunal holds most of its 
hearings at its headquarters in Ottawa, a hearing may be held elsewhere in Canada if required 
by the circumstances of a particular application. Tribunal decisions may be appealed to the 
Federal Court of Appeal. 


The Registry has been designated a department for the purposes of the Financial 
Administration Act, with the Minister of Industry as its minister and the Registrar as the 
deputy head. The Registry has 14 full-time employees including the Registrar, the Deputy 
Registrar, the Legal Advisor and the Corporate Services Officer. Registry staff provide all 
necessary administrative support required by the Tribunal for the hearing and disposition of 
all applications. They respond to all requests for information by the legal community, 
researchers and the public on the status of cases, the Tribunal’s rules of practice and 
procedure, and its case law. 


Tribunal’s Objective 


The Tribunal provides a court of record to hear and determine all applications under Parts 
VII.1 and VIII of the Competition Act.

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Planning Context 


Since its creation, the Tribunal has heard cases relating to mergers, abuse of dominant 
position and various trade practices that involved key players in a number of industries. 
Some of the products and services dealt with include airline computer reservations systems, 
oil refining and gasoline retailing, power transformers, community newspapers, aspartame, 
waste disposal, car parts, photocopier parts, marketing research services and shared 
electronic network services. Most cases brought before the Tribunal are contested before a 
panel of one judicial member as chair and two lay members, and the allegations made are 
vigorously disputed by the parties involved. Application for interim orders, however, are 
heard by one judicial member. 


The number of applications brought before the Tribunal depends on the enforcement policy 
adopted by the Commissioner of Competition. Since the creation of the Tribunal, the 
Commissioner has been the only 
applicant to bring cases before the 
Tribunal. That means the Tribunal has 
not had to hear matters on 
specialization agreements to date.

Relationship with the Commissioner of 
Competition 

The Competition Act gives the function of 
“watchdog” over the marketplace to the 
Commissioner of Competition, who heads the 
Competition Bureau. The Commissioner directs 


hearing of applications and the issuance 
of orders, it can only react to external 
demands. It does not have any 
investigative powers or supervision 
over the inquiries conducted by the 
Commissioner of Investigation and 
Research. 


The Tribunal does not receive advance 
notice of applications — it must be 
ready to respond quickly and in a 
timely manner. Hearings can be set 
earlier for some matters because of their 
circumstances. In the case of an 
application by Air Canada to the 


the Competition Bureau to investigate possible 
offences under the Act. If the Commissioner 
decides that a criminal offence, like price fixing, 
has been committed, the case may be referred to 
the Attorney General for criminal prosecution. If 
the question is whether a merger results in a 
substantial lessening of competition or whether a 
firm is abusing its dominant position or whether 
one of a number of other anti-competitive 
business practices has taken place, the Commis- 
sioner brings the matter to the Tribunal for a 
decision. Except for specialization agreements, 
only the Commissioner may start proceedings 
before the Tribunal. 


Tribunal, the application was filed November 1, 2000, and the hearing date set for November 
16, 2000. This matter related to the Commissioner’s temporary order against Air Canada, 
whereby the Commissioner ordered that Air Canada be prohibited from directly or indirectly 
offering or selling L14EASTS fares or any similar fares on three routes. 


Although the Tribunal is ready to proceed as soon as a matter is filed, case time lines are 
mostly driven by the litigants rather than by the Tribunal. As a rule, applications involve 
multiple litigants all represented by counsel; the rules for contested applications expect that 


a hearing should begin within six months of filing. The schedule for the hearing can be set 
earlier than provided for in the rules with the cooperation of litigants, or depending on the 
complexity of the case. Cases such as the Superior Propane merger case can have significant 
financial stakes, since such decisions also affect other firms and industry in general. For such 
cases, the chair of the panel will make sure parties abide by procedural time lines, and 
encourage parties to file earlier when possible. These efforts to fast-track scheduling aim to 
get cases heard more quickly than the six-month average. The chair of the panel also takes 
charge of the process to identify early and deal with concerns, such as when parties cannot 
agree on the confidentiality of documents to be filed. This active case management is a 
priority of the Tribunal. 


Despite these efforts, a wide range of variables can delay a case: for example, its scope and 
complexity, the number of parties and intervenors interested in the matter, and a lengthy 
discovery process (the initial period when parties obtain facts and information about the case 
from each other to help them prepare their case). The Tribunal must ensure that reasonable 
time is provided for the litigants to prepare and therefore fairness must sometimes take 
precedence over expediency. Once a hearing date has been established, however, the 
Tribunal does not allow postponement except in the most unusual circumstances. 


The Tribunal has developed and keeps under review the set of rules that regulates its practice 
and procedure to provide a framework for informal — to make the process more open and 
accessible — and prompt proceedings, consistent with the requirements of a fair and 
impartial hearing. The rules aim for simplicity and clarity, leaving the Tribunal flexibility 
to direct proceedings to ensure effective case management and avoid undue delay. 


Proceedings may be in either or both official languages. Cases of national interest — for 
example, the Jnterac and Air Canada cases had potentially significant cost and service 
impact to Canadians in the areas of banking and travel services — require all notices, 
directives, decisions, orders and reasons to be issued simultaneously in both official 
languages. Tribunal decisions can be lengthy, detailed and technical; accuracy and timely 
preparation are imperative. Given the scope and complexity of the cases and potential of 
decisions to set precedents, the Registry edits all documents in-house in both official 
languages. 


With the Royal Assent to Bill C-26 on June 26, 2000, the Tribunal’s jurisdiction was 
broadened. Bill C-26 provides for amember of the Competition Tribunal sitting alone to hear 
and dispose of any applications by persons against whom the Commissioner of Competition 
has made an interim order respecting anti-competitive acts affecting domestic air services. 
It also provides the Tribunal with the power to issue or revoke Tribunal certificates under 
section 4.1 of the Competition Act. With these changes, the Tribunal expects a slight increase 
in its caseload.

SECTION II 
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The Estimates Documents 
Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 


Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I- The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 


(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the © 


government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before | March. 
Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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Section II: The Board’s Overview 
2.1 What’s New 


The funding base of the Copyright Board has been increased from $874,000 to 
$1,881,000 which will enable it to improve its infrastructure, human resources, 
technology and systems to better support its activities. 


The increase occurred as a result of permanent transfers of $500,000 from Industry 
Canada and $500,000 from Canadian Heritage and $9,000 as compensation for 
collective bargaining agreements. 


2.2 Mandate, Role and Responsibilities 
Mandate 


The mandate of the Copyright Board Canada is set out in the Copyright Act (the Act) as 
amended in 1997. 


The Board’s jurisdiction extends to the following four areas (the manner in which the 
Board is seized of a matter is indicated between brackets): 


1. Copyright in works 


« Public performance of music (compulsory filing of tariffs); 

- Retransmission of distant signals (compulsory filing of tariffs); 

« Other rights administered collectively (optional filing of tariffs); 

- Other rights administered collectively (arbitration of conditions of licences, 
upon request from a collective body or a user); 

- Issuance of licences when the rights owner cannot be located (upon request by 
the potential user). 


2. Copyright in performers’ performances and sound recordings 


e Public performance of recorded music (compulsory filing of tariffs); 

« Other rights administered collectively (optional filing of tariffs); 

« Other rights administered collectively (arbitration of conditions of licences, 
upon request from a collective body or a user); 

« Issuance of licences when the rights owner cannot be located (upon request by 
the potential user). 


3. Home taping of recorded musical works, recorded performers’ performances and 
sound recordings 


« Reproduction for private use (compulsory filing of tariffs). 
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4. Off-air taping and use of radio and television programs for educational or training 
purposes (works, performances, sound recordings and communication signal) 


- Reproduction and public performance (compulsory filing of tariffs). 
Role 


The Board is an economic regulatory body empowered to establish, either mandatorily 
or at the request of an interested party, the royalties to be paid for the use of 
copyrighted works, when the administration of such copyright is entrusted to a 
collective-administration society. Moreover, the Board has the right to supervise 
agreements between users and licensing bodies, issues licences when the copyright 
owner cannot be located, and may determine the compensation to be paid by a 
copyright owner to a user when there is a risk that the coming into force of a new 
copyright might adversely affect the latter. 


The Board has powers of a substantive and procedural nature. Some powers are granted 
to the Board expressly in the Copyright Act, and some are implicitly recognized by the 
courts. The Board is a court of record and has powers to hold hearings. 


Responsibilities 


Board members are appointed by the Governor in Council to hold office during good 
behaviour for a term not exceeding five years. They may be reappointed once. 


The Act requires that the Chairperson must be a judge, either sitting or retired, of a 
superior, county or district court. The Chairperson directs the work of the Board and 


apportions its caseload among the members. 


The Act also designates the Vice-Chairperson as Chief Executive Officer of the Board. 
He or she exercises direction over the Board and supervises its staff.

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2.3. Program Objective 


The Copyright Board Canada’s program objective is to establish royalties that are fair 
and equitable to both copyright owners and the users of copyright-protected works, and 
issue non-exclusive licences authorizing the use of works when the copyright owner 
cannot be located. 


2.4 Planning Context 


The Copyright Act sets out the framework which allows creators of intellectual works 
(e.g., musical works, theatre plays, films, novels, computer programs) to control their 
exploitation and obtain remuneration for their use while ensuring user access to those 
works. The Board has all the powers of a Superior Court of Record. Appeals of the 
Board’s decisions are to the Federal Court of Appeal. The Board is an economic 
regulator which hears complicated evidence in the area of cultural economics, advanced 
computer communications technology (e.g., copying music over the Internet) and 
social, technological (e.g., blank CDs) and demographic statistics. The Act affects 
many industries, including culture and high technology. It also has impacts at the 
international level and allows Canadian copyright owners to collect royalties in foreign 
countries in respect of uses for which they were not previously remunerated because 
Canada had not established the required level of reciprocity. 


Recent changes to the legislation in 1997 (Bill C-32) involve new regimes and continue 
to contribute to an environment of increased expectations by copyright collectives and 
concern by those required to pay royalties for the first time ever (e.g., educational 
institutions). Increasingly, tariffs filed with the Board are challenged. The impacts of 
the decisions of the Board are estimated to be at $200 million annually. The stakes are 
considerable both for copyright holders and for users of copyright. Consequently, 
interventions before the Board are thorough and sophisticated involving expert 
witnesses, litigation specialists and detailed econometric, business and financial studies, 
surveys and evidence. 


Solid and balanced rulings which consider the underlying technologies such as the 
Internet, digital radio, satellite communications, economic issues and the interests of 
owners and users contribute to the continued growth of this component of Canada’s 
knowledge industries. Sound tariff decisions avoid serious disruption in affected sectors 
of the national economy and costly and time-consuming court challenges. 


Users and owners can ask the Board to set fees where parties cannot agree on them. 
This affords uninterrupted user access to works while the issue is under review. 
Royalties paid to copyright owners are reinvested in the creative process and constitute 
a potential source of risk capital for the industry. A large number of music industry 
members rely on their copyright royalty payments as a significant percentage of their 
annual revenues. 
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In its deliberations the Board has to deal with the profitability of industries as diverse as 
radio, television, cinema, cable, the Internet, publishing, electronic equipment and 
recording media manufacturing, food and beverage, hospitality, hotels and restaurants, 
concerts, sports, theme parks and community events. As well the distinct and markedly 
different French and English markets for copyright materials, the different industry 
cultures in the French and English language markets, impacts on the operations of not 
for profit organizations such as community radio, public television, rural and 
agricultural fairs, symphonic orchestras, municipal recreational facilities, schools, 
hospitals, the disabled and churches must be considered. Of major importance in its 
hearings have been the relative value of the same rights in different markets, the 
structure and operation of the Internet and the impact of Canadian law on the 
competitiveness of Canadian industries in the global marketplace. Finally recent 
applications have required consideration of the impacts of tariffs on grey market 
practices, of sophisticated social sciences analysis and other types of opinion survey 
conclusions and the impacts of tariffs on the efficient delivery of public services (e.g., 
education and recreation such as library services, community theatres and the 
performance of musical works). 


The decisions the Board makes are constrained in several respects. These constraints 
come from sources external to the Board: the law, regulations, judicial 
pronouncements. Others are self-imposed, in the form of guiding principles that can be 
found in the Board’s decisions. 


Court decisions also provide a large part of the framework within which the Board 
operates. These decisions often focus on issues of procedure, or apply the general 
principles of administrative decision-making to the peculiar circumstances of the Board. 
The courts have also set out several substantive principles for the Board to follow or 
that determine the ambit of the Board’s mandate or discretion. 


The Board has a fair amount of discretion, especially in areas of fact or policy. In 
making decisions, the Board has used various principles or concepts. Strictly speaking, 
these principles are not binding on the Board. They can be challenged by anyone at 
anytime. Indeed, the Board would illegally fetter its discretion if it considered itself 
bound by its previous decisions. However, these principles do offer guidance to both 
the Board and those who appear before it. In fact, they are essential to ensure a 
desirable amount of consistency in decision-making. 


Among those factors, the following seem to be the most prevalent: the coherence 
between the various elements of the public performance tariff, the practicality aspects, 
the ease of administration to avoid, as much as possible, tariff structures that make it 
difficult to administer the tariff in a given market, the avoidance of price 
discrimination, the relative use of protected works, the taking into account of Canadian 
circumstances, the stability in the setting of tariffs that minimizes disruption to users, as 
well as the comparisons with “proxy” markets and comparisons with similar prices in 
foreign markets.

3.1 Business Line Details

Business Line Title 

Copyright Board Canada’s single line of business is Copyright Royalty Decisions 
Business Line Objective 

The Copyright Board Canada’s program objective is to serve Canadians by establishing 
royalties that are fair and equitable to both copyright owners and the users of copyright- 
protected works, and issue non-exclusive licences authorizing the use of works when 
the copyright owner cannot be located. 


Business Line Description 


Copyright Board Canada was established on February 1, 1989, as the successor of the 
Copyright Appeal Board. Its responsibilities under the Copyright Act are to: 


adopt tariffs for the public performance or the communication to the public by 
telecommunication of musical works and sound recordings [sections 67 to 69]; 


— adopt tariffs, at the option of a collective society referred to in section 70.1, for the 
doing of any protected act mentioned in sections 3, 15, 18 and 21 of the Act. 
[sections 70.1 to 70.191]; 


— set royalties payable by a user to a collective society, when there is disagreement 
on the royalties or on the related terms and conditions [sections 70.2 to 70.4]; 


— adopt tariffs for the retransmission of distant television and radio signals or the 
reproduction and public performance by educational institutions, of radio or 
television news or news commentary programs and all other programs, for 
educational or training purposes [sections 71 to 76]; 


— set levies for the private copying of recorded musical works [sections 79 to 88]; 


— rule on applications for non-exclusive licences to use published works, fixed 
performances, published sound recordings and fixed communication signals, when 
the copyright owner cannot be located [section 77]; 


— examine, at the request of the Commissioner of Competition appointed under the 
Competition Act, agreements made between a collective society and a user which 
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have been filed with the Board, where the Commissioner considers that the 
agreement is contrary to the public interest [sections 70.5 and 70.6]; 


— set compensation, under certain circumstances, for formerly unprotected acts in 
countries that later join the Berne Convention, the Universal Convention or the 
Agreement establishing the World Trade Organization [section 78]. 


In addition, the Minister of Industry can direct the Board to conduct studies with 
respect to the exercise of its powers [section 66.8]. 


Finally, any party to an agreement on a licence with a collective society can file the 
agreement with the Board within 15 days of its conclusion, thereby avoiding certain 
provisions of the Competition Act [section 70.5]. 


3.2 Citizen-Centred Service Delivery 


The Government of Canada has launched “The Service Improvement Initiative”. This 
initiative commits departments and agencies subject to the policy to achieve a minimum 
10 per cent increase in client satisfaction in key services to the public by 2005. 


The Copyright Board has been included as a non-core agency subject to this policy. As 
such the Copyright Board will prepare and implement an Annual Service Improvement 
Plan and report on satisfaction improvement against targets and service standards in 
subsequent Performance Reports.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of — 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before | March. 


Part III —- Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

I am mandated as an Ombudsman for federal corrections. The Office carries out this 
function within an environment that has traditionally been closed to public scrutiny with a 
high level of mistrust between correctional officials and inmates. 


I am firmly committed to the Ombudsman concept and believe that the provisions of the 
Corrections and Conditional Release Act provide for a process through which the vast 
majority of individual and systemic concerns can be reasonably addressed. It is important 
for all parties to appreciate that the Correctional Investigator is neither an agent of the 
Correctional Service of Canada nor the advocate of every complainant or interest group 
that lodges a complaint. I am mandated to investigate complaints from an independent 
and neutral position and in cases where there is evidence of unfairness, make appropriate 
recommendations concerning corrective action. 


The Office, over the past year, has been working with CSC to operationalize the 
provisions of the Memorandum of Understanding signed with the Service in October of 
1999. The M.O.U. has committed both agencies to the development of a cooperative and 
productive working relationship to facilitate the timely resolution of offender concerns. 
A joint meeting of officials was held in November 2000 to assist this development. 


In addition to the challenge of an increasing workload, the issues specific to the 
incarceration and conditional release of Female and Aboriginal offenders present unique 
challenges to this Office. I am committed to securing adequate resources to ensure that 
these issues are reasonably addressed. 


I look forward to the challenge of the coming year. My Office will continue to work 
productively and cooperatively with its partners in the corrections field so as to ensure 
that offender complaints are dealt with in an environment of openness, accountability and 
fairness. Canadian society is best served and protected when everyone involved in 
Corrections strives steadfastly towards the fair, humane and equitable treatment of all 
offenders.

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Section II: Agency Overview 


2.1 Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The Office of the Correctional Investigator was established in 1973 pursuant to Part II of 
the Inquiries Act. With the proclamation in November 1992 of Part III of the Corrections 
and Conditional Release Act, this is now the enabling legislation. The mandate of the 
Correctional Investigator, as defined by this legislation, is to function as an Ombudsman 
for federal offenders. The Correctional Investigator is independent of the Correctional 
Service of Canada and may initiate an investigation on receipt of a complaint by or on 
behalf of an offender, at the request of the Minister or on his own initiative. The 
Correctional Investigator is required by legislation to report annually through the 
Solicitor General to both Houses of Parliament. 


In addition, Section 19 of the Corrections and Conditional Release Act requires that the 
Correctional Service of Canada “where an inmate dies or suffers serious bodily injury” 
conduct an investigation and provide a copy of the report to the Correctional Investigator. 


The Office of the Correctional Investigator is headed by the Correctional Investigator 
who reports to Parliament through the Solicitor General. The Agency’s resources have 
provided for 19 full-time equivalents, 12 of which make up the investigative staff. The 
total resources are $1,972,000 for the fiscal year 2001-2002. 


2.2 Agency/Program Objective 


To act as an Ombudsman on behalf of offenders by thoroughly and objectively reviewing 
a wide spectrum of administrative actions and presenting findings and recommendations 
to an equally broad spectrum of decision makers, inclusive of Parliament. 


2.3 Planning Context 


The maintaining of an independent and objective review process within a correctional 
environment where the Office has virtually no control over either the number of 
complaints or the extent of investigations required presents a number of unique 
challenges. First, the resolution of disputes in an environment traditionally closed to 
public scrutiny with an understandably high level of mistrust between correctional 
officials and inmates, requires that the Office not only be, but be seen to be independent 
of both the Correctional Service and the Solicitor General. Second, given that the 
authority of the Office rests with its power of persuasion and public reporting, rather than 
enforceable recommendations, it is imperative that appropriate administrative and 
political mechanisms be available to ensure that reasonable, fair and timely action is 
taken on the Office’s findings.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I - The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II - The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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Commissioner's Message 


The Report on Plans and Priorities for the Correctional Service Canada 
describes how we are working with other partners in Canada's criminal justice 
system to ensure that our communities are safe places to live. 


As an agency within the Portfolio of the Solicitor General, our legislative 
mandate, articulated in Section 3 of the Corrections and Conditional Release Act 
1992 and reinforced by CSC's Mission Document, is: 


" ..to contribute to the maintenance of a just, peaceful and safe society by: 


(a) carrying out sentences imposed by courts through the 
safe and humane custody and supervision of offenders; 
and 

(b) assisting the rehabilitation of offenders and _ their 
reintegration into the community as law-abiding citizens 
through the provision of programs in penitentiaries and 
in the community." 


This mandate requires that public safety be the paramount consideration in all 
decisions relating to offenders. 


CSC operates within the broader context of the Government of Canada's 
balanced approach to fighting crime, while remaining sensitive to both global and 
domestic forces. Canada’s crime rate is at its lowest level in 20 years. Since the 
early 1980's, CSC has halved the recidivism rate for federal offenders on 
conditional release. The result of our efforts is that federal offenders were 
responsible for less than 1% of adult convictions in Canada in 1999-00. 


Despite these encouraging results, Canada’s incarceration rate, at 123 per 
100,000 citizens, remains higher than most Western European countries, 
although significantly less than the U.S. The federal offender population 
increasingly reflects some of Canada’s most socially marginalized populations -- 
particularly Aboriginal peoples and substance abusers -- which presents many 
challenges for both institutional population management and reintegration efforts. 


In this year's Report, you will see how CSC intends to address some of these 
issues. Some of our priorities include measures to: address the over- 
representation of Aboriginal peoples in the federal correctional system; 
strengthen health care services; improve security operations; advance effective 
corrections for women; strengthen community corrections infrastructure; upgrade 
and reengineer outdated information systems; and ensure a competent and 
professional correctional workforce for the 21°" century. 


CSC will continue to help ensure that Canada is a safe place to live. Canada's 
approach to reducing crime is working and CSC is proud to be able to contribute 
to this effort.

Closure of the aging Prison for Women culminated ten years of 
work following up on the report of the Task Force on Federally 
Sentenced Women, "Creating Choices". The Task Force 
recommendations resulted in major changes to the management 
and accommodation of women offenders in federal corrections. In 
addition to an on-going accommodation agreement with provincial 
corrections for women federal offenders in the Province of British 
Columbia, there are now five women offender institutions located 
across Canada and an Aboriginal women's Healing Lodge in 
Westem Canada. 


Tabling in the House of Commons of the Government's response 
to the the report "A Work in Progress: The Corrections and 
Conditional Release Act" by the Sub-Committee of the Standing

CSC's Addiction Research Division hosted the first Corrections 
Research Forum on Alcohol and Drug Issues.

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2.2 Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The purpose of the federal correctional system, as articulated in Section 3 of the 
Corrections and Conditional Release Act 1992, is: 


",..to contribute to the maintenance of a just, peaceful and safe society by: 


(a) carrying out sentences imposed by courts through the safe and humane 
custody and supervision of offenders; and 

(b) assisting the rehabilitation of offenders and their reintegration into the 
community as law-abiding citizens through the provision of programs in 
penitentiaries and in the community.” 


In Canada, the federal Justice Department has overall responsibility for 
legislation governing the criminal justice system, including the Criminal Code. 
Within that legislative framework, provinces and territories are responsible for the 
administration of justice (policing and courts) within their jurisdictions and for the 
administration of sentences for offenders serving sentences of less than two 
years. 


The Correctional Service Canada (CSC), an agency within the Portfolio of the 
Solicitor General, is responsible for administering sentences for offenders serving 
sentences of two years or more. The Portfolio also includes the Department of 
the Solicitor General, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police (the country's national 
police service), the National Parole Board, the Canadian Security Intelligence 
Service and the Office of the Correctional Investigator. 


CSC currently manages 52 federal penitentiaries; 17 community correctional 
centres for offenders on conditional release; and 71 parole offices. In addition to 
federally-operated facilities, CSC manages a wide variety of exchange of service 
agreements with provincial correctional systems and with Aboriginal communities 
to provide correctional services and programs for federal offenders. CSC also 
contracts with non-government agencies which operate 170 community-based 
residential facilities to address the accommodation needs of released offenders. 
Each day, there are approximately 21,000 offenders under federal jurisdiction, of 
whom 13,000 are incarcerated. The remainder are under some form of 
supervision in the community. 


As of March 31, 2000, CSC had approximately 14,000 employees. Of these, 82% 
work in institutions, 8% provide community supervision services and 10% provide 
corporate-level management and services. More than 10,000 volunteers provide 
support in institutions and in the community. These services include tutoring, 
literacy training, visiting programs, and social, recreational and spiritual activities; 
as well as providing advice on the development and implementation of correctional 
policy, programs and practices. Some 500 of these are members of local 
communities serving on Citizen Advisory Committees (CACs) at each institution 
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and parole district. CACs provide valuable input to the development of correctional 
operations and programs from the local community perspective and address 
community concerns with operational unit heads.

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2.4 Planning Context 


Creating a more inclusive society where all Canadians share opportunity is a key 
priority for the Government of Canada. Actions and events abroad are having a 
domestic impact. Global economics, socio-demographic and cultural change, 
population movements, and rapid technological advances present both 
opportunities and challenges for public safety. Understanding and coming to 
terms with the impact will remain a focus of government activity in the years 
ahead to ensure Canadians feel safe and secure in their communities 


The nature of criminal activity is changing along with these new realities. The 
Government of Canada is focussing on implementing a balanced approach to 
addressing crime -- focussing on prevention as much as_ punishment, 
strengthening penalties for serious crime, and considering the needs of victims. 
Working with our criminal justice and community partners to address the 
underlying causes of crime and finding innovative ways to develop solutions for 
communities will reduce the human and social costs to Canadians. 


2.4.1 Canada's Social Development Approach to Justice 


Historically, Canada's criminal justice system viewed incarceration, for the most 
part, as the appropriate response to crime. Recent studies suggest that 
incarceration, in and of itself, has contributed little to the long-term protection of 
society and reduction in recidivism. A review’ of 50 studies involving over 
300,000 offenders found that imprisonment was not more effective than 
community sanctions in reducing recidivism, while longer sentences were 
associated with small increases in recidivism. Studies from the United Kingdom, 
the United States and Canada were among those reviewed. 


In Canada, attention has been focussed on alternative, restorative, healing 
approaches to ensure strong, safe communities, generating sentencing reform 
and entrenchment of restorative justice approaches throughout the criminal 
justice system. The year 1999 marked one hundred years since the introduction 
of a conditional release system in Canada, a highly successful program whose 
potential may be further enhanced with greater partnership and collaboration with 
community, as well as with all components of the criminal justice system. 


The Corrections and Conditional Release Act (CCRA) was one component in a 
wide range of legislation introduced as a result of the federal government 
"Directions for Reform" initiative in the early 1990°s. The reforms sought a 
greater integration and balance between the considerations and decisions of the 
sentencing court and the discretion and decisions of releasing authorities. They 
were intended to ensure a total penalty which is fair and proportionate to the

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crime and to the offender. Changes to conditional release emphasized targeting 
violent and serious drug offenders for more stringent measures and targeting 
non-violent offenders for less severe measures based on the primary principle 
that public safety is of paramount importance in all correctional decision-making. 
Legislated statements of purpose and principles were designed to guide the 
consistent development and application of corrections and conditional-release 
decision-making; and to clarify these for the public, victims, offenders, prison and 
after-care workers, and other components of the criminal justice system. 


The CCRA contains specific provisions for the operation of the corrections and 
conditional release system that differentiate between low-risk and_ high-risk 
offenders. It mandates protection of the public as the paramount consideration in 
all decisions relating to the treatment and release of offenders. 


Subsequent legislative amendments in the late 1990's entrenched Canada's 
broader social development approach to justice in the sentencing provisions of 
the Criminal Code. The amendments retain the principle of renunciation and the 
fundamental principle that a sentence must be proportionate to the gravity of the 
offence and the degree of responsibility of the offender. Section 717 now gives 
statutory recognition to alternative measures and diversion programs. Section 
718(2) sets out aggravating or mitigating circumstances which must be 
considered in assessing proportionality, with specific consideration to the 
circumstances of Aboriginal offenders. At the same time, amendments to the 
Controlled Drugs and Substances Act allow for the establishment of "drug courts" 
to divert certain types of offenders to treatment. 


A social development approach to justice continues to be the driving force in the 
development of federal legislation and policy in the Canadian criminal justice 
system. 


2.4.2 Crime and Incarceration Trends in Canada 


Societal demand for correctional services, as reflected in Canada's incarceration 
rate, remains relatively constant despite reductions in overall crime rates. In 
1998-1999 Canada had over 30 million inhabitants, of which approximately 23 
million were adults (over 18 years of age). 


Crime Rates 
In July 2000, the Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics (CCJS) released its 


report on Canadian Crime Statistics for 1999. Police reported crime decreased 
for the eighth consecutive year, making the crime rate in 1999 the lowest since 
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1979. Crime rates declined in most provinces? and in each of the nine largest 
census metropolitan areas. 


Overall efforts of the criminal justice system to combat crime show promising 
results. The CCJS reports declining trends in violent and property crime. The 
youth crime rate has dropped 21% in the last decade. The only area of 
increased crime is with drug offences, although enforcement efforts have been 
strengthened since the early 1990's. Statistics for 1999 reflect: 


e Of the 2.4 million Criminal Code incidents reported in 1999, 12% were for 
violent crimes, 55% were for property crimes and the remaining 33% were for 
other offences such as mischief, disturbing the peace, prostitution and arson. 


e The property crime rate has been decreasing since 1991, with a 6.4% drop in 
1999 to 1.3 million incidents. Thefts account for one third of all property 
crimes. 


e The violent crime rate declined for the seventh consecutive year. Common 
assault (the least serious form of assault) accounted for more than 60% of 
violent crimes. Sexual assaults accounted for less than 10% of violent crimes, 
with the vast majority of victims being women. Homicides and attempted 
murder continue to account for less than 1% of all reported violent crime. 


e Robbery is declining and fewer robberies involve firearms. Arson, a type of 
crime frequently committed by youth, remains the same; prostitution-related 
incidents are up slightly; and traffic crimes have decreased 4% since 1998, with 
impaired driving accounting for 63% of these offences. 


e The overall police reported rate of drug offences increased 12%. This 
represents an upward trend, which began in 1994. The vast majority of drug 
offences involve cannabis -- approximately 75% in 1999. However most of 
these offences are in combination with other types of offences. 


e The total number of youths charged decreased 7% from the previous year (a 
5% decline in violent crime and an 11% decline in property crime). 


e Property crime accounted for 49% of youth crime, compared to 35% for 
adults. Twenty-one percent of youths were charged with violent crimes 
compared to 30% of adults. 


Concurrent demographic trends may be the major factor contributing to declining 
crime rates: 


? Exceptions: Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Yukon 
Territory, and Northwest Territories. 
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e a diminished pool of young people aged 15 to 24, the group likeliest to come 
into conflict with the law; and 

e agrowing segment of the population aged 55 and over, a group characterized 
by very low involvement in crime and the one most fearful of becoming a 
victim of crime. The segment of the population aged 55 and over is growing 
on average by 2.5% each year and is projected to increase continuously until 
2020. 


The result of these concurrent demographic trends may mean lower crime rates 
in the future while, at the same time, increasing demands for enforcement. 


Incarceration Rate? 


Despite reported declines in the crime rate, incarceration continues to be a fairly 
common penalty imposed by the courts. Of the approximately 250,000 annual 
convictions in Canadian adult criminal court cases, 33% result in the imposition 
of a custodial sentence. 


Canada's incarceration rate is going down (from 129 per 100,000 population in 
1997 to 123 per 100,000 in 1998) but is still high relative to Western European 
countries. However, it is still much lower than the United States, where the 
incarceration rate increased significantly from 649 per 100,000 population in 
1997 to 682 per 100,000 in 1998. 


On any given day during 1998-99, an average of 151,000 adults were under the 
supervision of federal and provincial-territorial correctional agencies in Canada, 
an increase of 3% from the previous year. Some 32,400 offenders were housed 
in custodial facilities, approximately one-third of these in federal custody. The 
remaining 118,600 offenders were under some form of community supervision, 
approximately 7% of whom were under federal supervision. 


While total adult convictions have dropped between 1994-95 and 1998-99, the 
proportion receiving federal sentences (two years or more) has increased by 
39%. At the same time, the median length of sentences imposed for crimes 
against the person, including sexual offences and assaults, increased by 50% 
and for homicides by 20%. 


2.4.3 The Federal Offender Population Profile* 


The net effect of lower adult convictions and longer sentences is that the federal 
offender population is remaining relatively stable. On any given day there are

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approximately 13,000 inmates in federal institutions and approximately 8,000 
offenders on some form of conditional release in the community. However, the 
composition of this population is shifting, becoming increasingly reflective of 
some of Canada's most socially marginalized populations, particularly Aboriginal 
people, women living in poverty and substance abusers. 


Aboriginal offenders represent a growing proportion of the total federal 
offender population, reaching almost 15% on March 31, 2000. The most 
dramatic increase has been in three Western provinces, where Aboriginal 
offenders now account for 45% of the total federal offender population. 


From March 1997 to March 2000, the total women offender population rose 
by 17.6%. Women now represent approximately 4% of the total offender 
population, 60% of whom are under supervision in the community. 


About 70% of federal offenders have substance abuse problems’, and 12%- 
15% (over 1,100) have serious problems requiring high intensity intervention. 
In over 50% of cases, alcohol and drugs are related to offenders’ most recent 
criminal activity. In the case of offenders with severe substance abuse 
problems, over 90% of their criminal behavior is related to the use of alcohol 
and drugs. A similar pattern is evident across offenders' criminal histories. 


Infectious diseases among this population are significant. Of the 13,000 
inmates residing in CSC institutions as of September 2000°: 

e 2,351 (18%) were known to be infected with the Hepatitis C virus; 

e 192 (1.5%) were known to be infected with HIV; and 

e 2,730 (21%) had a positive tuberculin skin test indicating exposure. 


While incarcerated federal offenders are generally younger than the Canadian 
adult population, the proportion of offenders 50 and over is increasing. Older 
offenders now comprise 17.3% of the total offender population, of whom 
1,534 were incarcerated in October 2000. 


As of October 2000, there were 6,885 federal offenders serving long-term 
sentences (10 years or more), of whom 3,807 were serving life sentences. 
Long-term offenders now represent 35% of total incarcerated offenders. 


In the nine-month period February to November 2000, the number of 
offenders identified as members or associates of gangs and criminal 
organizations’, rose from 1,582 to 1,670. They now represent close to 8% of 
the total offender population.

Additional statistics for offenders incarcerated on December 31, 1999, 
reflected that, on admission: 

e 18% had been previously hospitalized in a mental health facility prior to 
admission to federal custody and 9% had a current psychiatric 
diagnosis; 

Approximately 80% did not have a high school diploma; 
Approximately 65% were single; 

74% had unstable job histories; and 

53% claimed to come from dysfunctional families. 


4 The CSC Correctional Strategy 


The key components of CSC's Correctional Strategy, which was developed in the 
early 1990's, remain valid. Indeed, the re-offence rate for federal offenders 
during the community supervision phase of their sentence, is now the lowest ever 
recorded. Convictions for violent offences by offenders on all types of conditional 
release have dropped 45% over the last six years, from 338 in 1994-95 to 187 in 
1999-00. 


Components 


All 


decisions throughout the offender's sentence are taken with a view to 


protecting public safety. CSC's correctional strategy involves four key activities: 
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A comprehensive, baseline offender intake assessment to determine security 
needs, potential for safe reintegration and programming/service needs. This 
assessment, using research-based tools validated with the federal offender 
population, is the basis for developing a multi-disciplinary case plan for 
treatment and intervention throughout the sentence. 


Institutional intervention to address individual risk for reoffending, including 
the delivery of research-based programs that are demonstrated to be 
effective in reducing recidivism. A multi-faceted program model offers a broad 
range of institutional programs varying in intensity and designed to match 
offenders' needs to enhance treatment effectiveness. 


Risk reassessment for correctional decision-making throughout the sentence, 
to address public safety and to ensure the least restrictive measure consistent 
with public safety. 


Community supervision to provide continuity of the individual's correctional 
plan developed in the institution and to monitor offender progress, based on 
his/her assessed potential for safe reintegration. 


Results 


In 1999, total new convictions by federal offenders on supervised conditional 
release represented less than % of 1% of the total adult convictions in Canada. 
Research-based programming has made a difference. Statistics® for 1999-00 
reflected: 
e Day parole: 99.2% did not commit a new violent offence, while 94.4% did 
not commit any new offence. 
e Full parole: 98.2% did not commit a new violent offence, while 87.1% did 
not commit any new offence. 
e Statutory releases: 97.3% did not commit a new violent offence, while 
85.2% did not commit any new offence. 
e Temporary Absences: Successful completion rates for temporary 
absences, both escorted and unescorted, are consistently over 99%. 


When comparing recidivism rates in Canada with other systems such as 
Australia, and England/Wales, where programs are also emphasized, the results 
are relatively consistent?. Within two years of completing their sentences, ex- 
offenders were convicted of new offences in 30%, 35% and 32% of the cases in 
Canada, Australia and England/Wales respectively. In jurisdictions where there 
is less emphasis on programming, such as Texas and New York State, the 
recidivism rates are higher, at 45% and 42% respectively. 


2.4.5 Key Issues and Challenges 
Public Perception 


Despite reductions in recidivism among federal offenders on conditional release, 
a survey’? of 26,000 adults conducted last year by Statistics Canada indicated a 
lack of confidence in Canada's prison system. For instance, 26% felt prison 
systems were doing a good job supervising prisoners and 14% felt it was good at 
helping prisoners become law-abiding. The survey did not distinguish between 
federal and provincial/territorial prison systems. While CSC is responsible for 
only 15% of adult offenders, these statistics are disturbing, and indicative of a 
need for federal and provincial/territorial correctional systems to connect more 
strongly with Canadians on the mandate, delivery methods and results of their 
respective systems.

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Socio-Demographic Factors 


The fastest growing segments of Canada's federal offender population are 
representative of the most socially-marginalized populations in Canada (eg. 
Aboriginal people, women living in poverty and substance abusers), presenting 
many challenges for both institutional population management and reintegration 
management. The diversity of this population appears to reflect the cumulative 
effect of socio-economic trends, demographic changes, alternative measures 
and diversion programs, and sentencing reforms. Within corrections, the term 
"general population" has become almost obsolete since almost all offenders have 
some "special needs". 


Continued over-representation of Aboriginal peoples in Canada's criminal justice 
system is a major concern. While they represent only 2.8% of the Canadian 
population (1996 Census Data), the proportion sentenced to federal custody 
continues to increase. Aboriginal representation in the 15 to 24 age group, the 
age group identified as at highest risk of conflict with the law, is anticipated to 
continue growing given: 

e 35% of the Aboriginal population is under the age of 15; 

e the average age of the Aboriginal population is 10 years younger than the 

general population; and 
e a higher Aboriginal birth rate. 


Creating a more inclusive society for all Canadians and ensuring strong, safe 
communities suggests CSC focus more broadly on "social integration" since 
many of these individuals were not fully integrated into communities prior to 
incarceration. Greater numbers of socially-marginalized populations in the 
federal correctional system will necessitate a more collaborative approach with 
communities to build capacity to address the growing needs of this population 
within the current federal, provincial/territorial and municipal jurisdictional 
framework. 


The fact is federal offenders come from communities and the majority will return 
to those communities. Innovative approaches to risk/needs management will be 
necessary to provide seamless support, regardless of jurisdiction for services, in 
order to maintain community safety. 


Organized Crime 


Community safety is threatened by activities of gangs and organized crime. 
Their operations revolve principally around extortion, drugs, money laundering, 
prostitution, and gambling. Violence and threats of violence characterize their 
methods of operation. Their presence in institutions is a threat to security due to 
the potential for increased violence among inmates; intimidation of and violence 
toward staff; major disturbances; increase in drug trade, with the ensuing impact 
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on health of individuals and the institutional environment; and extortion of families 
and friends of inmates. 


It is necessary to isolate members and associates of criminal organizations to 
prevent them from recruiting new members or exercising power and influence 
within correctional facilities; to encourage members to break their ties with those 
organizations and to maintain that break; to separate certain gangs due to 
potential clashes within institutions; and to address the potential for staff 
intimidation or coercion. 


At the same time, police efforts to respond to issues around organized crime are 
likely to mean more of these offenders are admitted to the federal correctional 
system, creating additional challenges for corrections. Law enforcement 
agencies now recognize that when gang problems arise in institutions, there is 
likely some related activity in the community, and vice versa. 


The link between drug smuggling activity and members of gangs and organized 
crime is also a growing concern for institutions. The concentration of federal 
offenders with histories of substance abuse is a lucrative "market" for those 
offenders who have the networks to gain access to drugs. 


Substance Abuse 


Many offenders are admitted with severe substance abuse problems. These 
problems have implications for both criminal activity and for offender health. A 
1998 study'' of federal offenders found about 70% have some level of substance 
abuse problem. 


That same study found that the relationship between substance abuse and crime 
increases dramatically as the severity of offenders’ substance abuse problems 
increases. At the extreme, substance abuse was associated with 97% of the 
offences committed by offenders with a severe problem. The data also show the 
rate of readmission for parole violations increases as a function of substance 
abuse severity. Most significant, given their increasing representation in the 
offender population, was the profile of substance abuse among women and 
Aboriginal offenders. 


The profile of women offenders' substance abuse problems reflected significant 
distinctions from male offenders. Fewer women offenders had problems with 
alcohol (28% compared to 51% for male offenders). However, women offenders 
with alcohol problems tended to have more substantial or severe problems 
(12.5% compared to 8% for male offenders). More women offenders reported 
problems with drugs (65% compared to 48% for male offenders). Again, the 
pattern for women was more substantial or severe problems (34.9% compared to 
16% for male offenders).

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The study also found 75% of Aboriginal offenders had more severe problems 
with alcohol compared to 57% for non-Aboriginal offenders. Higher proportions 
of Aboriginal offenders also reported intermediate to severe problems with drugs. 


Health 


As in communities, CSC is facing increased demands for basic health services. 
Diversion of resources to address immediate and chronic needs and dramatic 
increases in the costs of treatment are compromising CSC's ability to provide 
basic services to all offenders. 


Indeed, increasing numbers of federal offenders are admitted with more serious 
health problems, often associated with lengthy histories of substance abuse and 
poor living conditions. Many have not accessed basic health care prior to 
incarceration and suffer from multiple chronic health problems with immediate 
needs. At the same time, the numbers of older offenders is also growing. It is 
increasingly being recognized that inmate health, particularly for those with 
infectious diseases or other chronic health problems, is a significant problem, as 
it has a direct impact on the health of communities. 


In particular, urgent action is necessary to address the link between serious 
substance abuse, particularly injection drug use, and the risk of transmission of 
infectious diseases. In 1999, Health Canada reported that more than 50% of 
new HIV/AIDS and Hepatitis C cases in Canada were among injection drug 
users. Prevalence studies in two federal institutions’? in 1998 reflected rates of 
HIV/AIDS at 1-2% and Hepatitis C at 50-80% among injection drug users. The 
furtive nature of injection drug use, combined with high prevalence rates of 
infectious diseases, creates a potentially high risk for transmission of these 
diseases within the institutional environment and to communities after release. 
Efforts to minimize injection drug use are critical to protect institutional and 
community public health. Protecting health in prison protects Canadian society 
as a whole. 


Management of Offenders 


Distinct operating regimes in institutions and in the community will be necessary 
to safely manage the increasingly diverse risks and needs presented by the 
federal offender population. Providing safe, healthy institutions and community 
public safety means reducing the potential for conflict and violence.

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Offender motivation to change is a critical factor in considering these regimes. 
Those inmates who are motivated to change need to live in an environment that 
supports learning and that provides opportunities to develop and reinforce new 
skills and attitudes in preparation for release. More restrictive measures may be 
necessary for those inmates who are not motivated to change. 


Cost of Maintaining Offenders 


Accountability to taxpayers for the effective and efficient use of resources is an 
ongoing responsibility for CSC. While the federal offender population decreased 
slightly by 0.4% in 1999-00, the average annual cost per federal offender rose 
10.2% -- from $47,725 in 1998-99 to $52,597 in 1999-00. Costs associated with 
the hiring of 1,000 additional correctional officers in the past three years, recent 
collective agreements, employee benefit plans, offender accommodation and 
programs, and health care were the primary contributors to these cost increases. 


At the institutional level, 89% of costs are non-discretionary, fixed or semi-fixed 
costs, to maintain personnel, infrastructure and basic services. The remaining 
11% of costs are variable based on the number of incarcerated offenders. Given 
the number of institutions of varying security levels across Canada, only a 
consistent and significant offender population reduction over a long period of time 
would generate a reduction in average costs. 


Employee Recruitment, Retention and Training 


CSC is facing several major challenges to its capability to recruit and retain 
highly-specialized professionals, particularly psychologists, nursing staff and 
technology specialists. High turnover due to an aging workforce and a complex 
work environment has meant increasing demands for both initial and ongoing 
training of operational staff and managers to ensure public safety and legal 
accountabilities are met. 


Succession plans, including strategies to manage transfer of knowledge, are also 
necessary to prepare for a major changeover of senior operational staff. 
Approximately 65% of Wardens will be eligible to retire within the next five years. 


An added dimension to these challenges is the need to ensure that the 
correctional workforce is reflective not only of the diversity of the Canadian 
population, but also of the offender population. Enhancing Aboriginal recruitment 
and retention is particularly critical given the need to develop and deliver 
Aboriginal-based programs and services to those offenders while helping 
Aboriginal communities build the capacity to deliver correctional services that 
respond to their needs. 
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Information Management 


CSC requires a robust and sound infrastructure to support federal government 
initiatives to enhance public safety through development of an Integrated Justice 
Information System and to enhance citizen-centred service delivery through 
Government-On-Line. 


Changes in legislation, government operations and key case management 
processes have necessitated a patch-work of costly enhancements to aging 
systems. The need is particularly acute for updating of CSC's primary Offender 
Management System to ensure continuity of operations. 


Security of networks and operating systems has become a critical priority due to 
CSC's reliance on technology to support day-to-day operational functions. 
Redevelopment of information management systems is necessary to meet 
legislative requirements and to respond to public and political criticism about lack 
of adequate record keeping in government. Replacement of key financial and 
human resource management systems is necessary to support full 
implementation of the government's Financial information Strategy (FIS) and 
other results-based management initiatives. 


2.4.6 Conclusion 


Global and domestic trends in immigration; the emerging knowledge economy 
and move to e-government; and socio-demographic trends will continue to drive 
changes to the strategic and operational framework for management of 
corrections. 


CSC intends to "stay the course" on development and delivery of research-based 
programs and services that are proven to meet the needs of the offender 
population and to reduce recidivism. Changes to operating regimes will be 
necessary to address the health and safety of institutional environments and to 
ensure that offenders make the most productive use of their time while 
incarcerated. 


What is emerging is a larger role for CSC as a visible partner in Canada's public 
safety and social safety net - a role that will necessitate looking beyond our 
traditional institutional/community relationships to the broader issue of community 
development. Innovative approaches will be required to provide seamless 
support, regardless of jurisdiction, in order to contribute to the quality of life in 
Canadian communities.

Align accommodation, programs, services and procedures to the respective 
needs of maximum security and special needs women, as well as of 
Aboriginal and older offenders. 

Improve safety for staff, offenders and members of the public. 

Maintain international recognition for world class custodial operations. 


Related Activities and Resources: 


Security Operations 


Implementation of approved recommendations from the CSC Security Task 
Force, focusing on the four aspects of the security framework -- safety, 
respect, learning and leadership. 

Development and implementation of distinct operational regimes, according to 
security and program needs of selected segments of the offender population. 
Development and implementation of a revised model for managing security 
incidents with inmates, including related policies for use of force, medical 
intervention and integrated crisis management training.

support volunteerism in federal corrections.

e the nature, level and methods of service delivery by government and the

capacity to deliver appropriate levels of service consistent with community 
and offender needs. 


CSC Drug Strategy - Addressing the link between substance abuse and 
crime 


Implementation of a high-intensity substance abuse program to address the 
link between serious substance abuse and re-offending at a cost of $1.23 
million in 2001-02 and in 2002-03. 

Evaluation of pilot "intensive support units" designed to assist offenders to 
remain alcohol and drug-free, to ensure effectiveness of these units in 
achieving results and potential for expansion. 


Offender Programs 


Development of institutional capacity to deliver secondary education 
programs within the next three years to allow all offenders the opportunity to 
achieve a minimum Grade 12 education, at a cost of $2.52 million in 2001-02, 
$3.64 million in 2002-03, and $3.33 million annually thereafter. 

Expansion of capacity to conduct learning disabilities assessments and 
address those needs, in order to enhance the ability of offenders to 
participate in and benefit from correctional programs, at a cost of $0.97 million 
in 2001-02 and 2002-03. 

Continuation of international accreditation of core CSC programs and 
contracted programs to ensure delivery of programs that are demonstrated to 
be effective in reducing recidivism. 


Offender Information 


Redevelopment of the CSC Offender Management System, as part of the 
Canadian Public Safety Information Network, to enhance connectivity and 
information sharing with criminal justice partners, at a cost of $11.1 million in 
2001-02, $17.1 million in 2002-03, and $12.0 million in 2003-04. 


3.3.4 CORPORATE SERVICES © 


Business Line Objective: 


To ensure that corporate policies and services exist to govern the programs and 
activities of the Service and that these are consistent with its stated Mandate and 
Mission.

universities and experts in the field of addictions research.

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Section IV: JOINT INITIATIVES 


Governments at all levels are seeking to expand partnerships and streamline 
delivery of services. The complexity of the environment and the need for 
governments to address broad socio-economic issues necessitates a wider 
range of partnerships and collaboration to achieve a higher quality of life for all 
Canadians. Safe communities are a key component of quality of life. 


CSC has a long history of partnerships with organizations involved in the criminal 
justice system and an extensive network of over 10,000 volunteers who 
participate in the development and delivery of correctional programs and 
services. However, the pace and direction of global and domestic change and 
the evolving role of governments in Canadian society is demanding a broader 
focus. 


4.1 Horizontal Initiatives 
4.1.1 Canada's Place in the World 
International Corrections Development Program 


CSC is recognized in the international corrections/justice community as a 
correctional leader. The CSC international development program supports 
Canadian foreign policy which is directed toward contributing to international 
peace and stability through the promotion of good governance, the protection of 
human rights, and support for the process of democratization. 


CSC's international initiatives are developed in close collaboration with a wide 
range of domestic and international governmental and non-governmental 
organizations. Within Canada, these include the federal Department of Justice, 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade, and the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA). Non-government organizations include the United 
Nations; the Organization of American States; the Council of Europe and the 
Commonwealth Secretariat. 


Two multi-year initiatives are underway, one with the United Nations in Kosovo 
and another with CIDA in Lithuania. 


CSC also receives delegations from other countries studying Canada's criminal 
justice system and the federal correctional system. As a result of these 
delegations, there have been increasing requests for CSC technical assistance 
from developing countries and emerging democracies in order to promote and 
sustain corrections and criminal justice reform. Memoranda of Understanding 
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are currently in place with such countries as the United Kingdom, Lithuania, and 
Namibia. 


International Restorative Justice Initiatives 


Interest and activity in restorative justice is growing world-wide in both developed 
and developing countries. CSC contributes to the work of two International 
Round Tables on Restorative Justice and on Restorative Prisons, and has 
supported the International Student Exchange Program on Restorative Justice 
involving four Canadian universities. 


Most recently, Canada sponsored a draft resolution approved at the 10" United 
Nations Congress on Crime and the Treatment of Offenders to encourage 
support for the study and adoption of a set of basic principles on restorative 
justice. CSC is a member of the Canadian Working Group established to 
advance this work. 


4.1.2 Quality of Life for Canadians 


Improving the quality of life for all Canadians means integrating CSC efforts with 
other federal, provincial/territorial and community efforts to ensure the most 
effective approaches to achieving this goal. Accountability to Canadians, to our 
clients and to taxpayers is key. In this context, CSC is contributing to the 
following strategies under the leadership of other federal departments. 


Citizen Engagement/Voluntary Sector Initiatives 


More citizen-focused government and enhanced participation of the voluntary 
sector are priorities for the Government of Canada. 


Volunteers have been an integral part of CSC operations for many years. In 
addition, CSC's Citizen's Advisory Committee model has been recognized by the 
International Association of Volunteerism as a best practice. To build on these 
Successes, citizen engagement and voluntary sector initiatives have been 
consolidated under a new sector reporting directly to the Commissioner of 
Corrections. 


CSC will also be involved with the Department of the Solicitor General in 
initiatives to improve and expand public dialogue, to improve citizen connectivity, 
to identify best practices and models in partnership with other jurisdictions and 
stakeholders and to participate in evaluations. 


Sustainable Development Strategy 


The Government of Canada is committed to improving its capacity to manage 
and deliver policies, programs and operations that contribute to sustainable 
development. 


CSC has recognized the importance of emerging international standards for 
managing the environmental impacts of human activity, such as the ISO 14001 
standard for Environmental Management Systems which sets out various 
principles that can contribute to sustainable development. CSC has developed 
an environmental policy based on these principles. 


CSC's Sustainable Development Strategy, Revision 2000, defines the goals, 
objectives and targets to address the most significant environmental aspects of 
its' operations and links action plans to accountability for results. 


Canada's Drug Strategy 


Canada's Drug Strategy positions substance abuse as primarily a health issue 
rather than solely a criminal issue. It promotes a more balanced approach to not 
only control the supply of drugs but also to reduce the demand for drugs and 
alcohol, in order to reduce the harm to society associated with substance abuse. 


CSC has realigned its Drug Strategy within this framework, to focus on the links 
between substance abuse and crime and between substance abuse and health. 
The ultimate goal is to enhance community safety and public health through an 
integrated approach. Key partnerships include CSC representation on a variety 
of federal and joint federal/provincial/territorial committees representing health, 
law enforcement and correctional systems, as well as non-government 
organizations such as the Canadian Centre on Substance Abuse and provincial 
addictions agencies. CSC is also addressing issues through participation in a 
network of "Health and Enforcement in Partnership" committees at the national 
and local levels. 


Public Health 


The Canadian Strategy on HIV/AIDS seeks to address the particular risk for 
HIV/AIDS and Hepatitis C among women, youth, Aboriginal peoples, prison 
populations and injection drug users. The high representation of at-risk 
populations within federal and provincial/territorial correctional systems is a major 
concern. 


CSC, as a partner in the Canadian Strategy on HIV/AIDS (CSHA), is committed 
to providing optimal health care to all offenders living in the federal correctional 
system. The National HIV/AIDS Program continues to ensure that the care of 
HIV-positive offenders is accessible, timely, and appropriate. CSC also 
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recognizes the critical importance of preventing the transmission of HIV and 
managing the risks associated with injection drug use, tattooing and piercing, 
unprotected sex, and other ‘high-risk’ activities. Every effort is made to ensure 
that the care, treatment and support of HIV-positive offenders, and the initiatives 
aimed at preventing further spread of HIV disease are delivered at standards 
equivalent to those adhered to by care-providers in the community. 


CSC has expanded the focus of it's HIV/AIDS program with the appointment of a 
National Infectious Diseases Coordinator, who chairs an_ active 
federal/provincial/territorial Heads of Corrections Sub-Committee on infectious 
diseases issues. Key partners in managing the issues include the Canadian 
Public Health Association, Health Canada and provincial/territorial public health 
departments. Recent initiatives include: 
e participation on a federal/provincial/territorial committee to address 
issues around injection drug use in Canada; 
e partnership with the Canadian AIDS Aboriginal Network to address 
specific Aboriginal issues; and 
e collaboration with Health Canada to manage a Tuberculosis prevention 
and control program for people living and working in federal 
correctional facilities. 


Aboriginal Justice Strategy 


The federal government is committed to building a new partnership with 
Aboriginal peoples that is based on trust, mutual respect and participation in the 
decision-making process. The role of the government is to provide Aboriginal 
peoples with the necessary tools to become self-sufficient and self-governing. 


CSC, as a partner in Canada's Aboriginal Justice Strategy, is focusing on 
increasing Aboriginal community capacity to deliver correctional services through 
provisions contained in the CCRA. Key partnerships include national Aboriginal 
organizations as well as individual Aboriginal communities. Key initiatives 
include a National Aboriginal Strategy to ensure the provision of programs and 
services to meet the specific correctional needs of Aboriginal offenders and to 
increase the number of Aboriginal offenders reintegrated safely into the 
community. A Framework for the Enhanced Role of Aboriginal Communities 
provides the administrative parameters under which some or all of the federal 
correctional components can be transferred to Aboriginal communities. 


Canada Public Safety Information Network (CPSIN) 


The federal government is committed to working with provinces and territories to 
integrate criminal justice information systems and to become a model user of 
information technology. A Deputy Minister-level Steering Committee developed 
a five-year Action Plan (1999-2004) to create the Canadian Public Safety 
Information Network (CPSIN) which will serve as the basis for a modern Canada- 
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wide network of information linking criminal justice agencies to enhance public 
safety. 


The Steering Committee for this project is chaired by the Deputy Solicitor 
General. Heads of the RCMP, CSC, and NPB represent the agencies. Other 
representatives in this initiative include: 

e Deputy Minister of Citizenship and Immigration Canada; 

Deputy Minister of Justice; 

Commissioner, Canada Customs and Revenue Agency; 

Chief Information Officer, Treasury Board Secretariat; 

Assistant Secretary, Government Operations Sector, Treasury Board 
Secretariat; and 

e Executive Director, Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics. 


CSC chairs a Sub-Committee of the federal/provincial/territorial Heads of 
Corrections to coordinate action and address issues related to this initiative. 


"Results for Canadians: 
A Management Framework for the Government of Canada” 


The Treasury Board, as the management board for the Government of Canada, 
has committed to management excellence. This commitment includes initiatives 
in four areas critical to a well-performing public sector: 
e Citizen focus: Design, fund and deliver programs and services, and 
assess their results, from the perspective of the citizen. 
e Public Service Values: Respect and reinforce Canadian institutions of 
democracy and be guided by the highest professional and ethical values. 
e Results: A results-based management approach to ensure quality 
programs, services and policies for Canadians. 
e Responsible Spending: Striking a balance between investing in service 
improvement, maintaining integrity of existing programs, reducing taxes 
and retiring public debt. 


CSC is currently participating on a variety of interdepartmental committees to 
ensure that development and delivery of services are consistent with this 
framework. 


4.2 Collective Initiatives 


Enhancing criminal justice and correctional policy within the framework of 
"Results for Canadians" requires not only strong partnerships and sharing of 
information with our federal criminal justice partners, but also with 
provincial/territorial correctional systems and the international correctional 
community. Correctional systems in Canada and throughout the world are facing 
similar challenges. 
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4.2.1. International Collaboration 


Several years ago, CSC developed a process of international program 
accreditation, in collaboration with Her Majesty's Prison Service and the Scottish 
Prison Service. Ongoing research and evaluation of programs and services with 
our international partners will continue to provide new information on effective 
approaches. CSC continues to build on that learning to develop and refine 
programs that are proven effective. 


In addition, CSC is actively involved as a member of an International Round 
Table on Corrections Excellence and in the International Corrections and Prisons 
Association. 


4.2.2 Criminal Justice Policy 


While the federal Department of Justice (DOJ) maintains responsibility for the 
legislative framework in Canada, CSC participates in the development of criminal 
justice policy through consultations and collaboration on key issues. Some of 
these include’®: 


organized crime; 

role of victims in the criminal justice system; 
services to victims of crime; 

restorative justice; 

family violence; 

mentally disordered offenders; 

young offenders; and 

diversity, equality and access to justice. 


CSC is also working actively with the Royal Canadian Mounted Police to facilitate 
testing for offenders who meet the criteria for retroactive DNA testing under 
legislation enacted in July 2000. 


4.2.3 Federal/Provincial/Territorial Corrections 


CSC is committed to collaborating with provincial/territorial governments to 
identify ways and means to promote the concepts of Canada's Social Union 
Framework Agreement. Establishing and maintaining strong co-operative ties 
with provincial/territorial counterparts is essential to improve correctional 
management and practices.

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Over the past decade, CSC has increased collaborative initiatives with the 
Provinces and Territories, resulting in a variety of agreements and memoranda of 
understanding. CSC's Federal/Provincial/Territorial Relations Directorate 
coordinates and provides expertise in the negotiation and management of these 
agreements. 


Federal/Provincial/Territorial Heads of Corrections meet semi-annually to 
address common issues and potential initiatives, and the focus of collaborative 
initiatives is changing. They are no longer primarily custodial in nature. Recent 
agreements have included components with respect to sharing of information, 
staff training, programs and community resources, all of which contribute to 
enhancing the efficiency and effectiveness of correctional services in Canada. 


More and more, the Department of the Solicitor General has been taking a very 
active role in discussions surrounding these collaborative initiatives. Health 
Canada, the Department of Justice and Indian and Northern Affairs Canada have 
become active partners with CSC to address common issues and opportunities 
for collaboration. 


4.2.4 Non-Government Organizations 


CSC is involved with non-profit agencies such as the John Howard Society of 
Canada, the Canadian Association of Elizabeth Fry Societies, the Salvation Army 
and others through contractual agreements for the provision of services to 
released offenders. Some of these agencies also provide community supervision 
in remote areas, or residential facilities and programming to offenders with 
special needs. 


CSC will continue to collaborate with these agencies, as well as with national and 
regional/local organizations on public safety issues, including such organizations 
as: 

the National Crime Prevention Centre; 

The Federation of Canadian Municipalities; 

National Associations Active in Criminal Justice (NAACV); 

Canadian Association of Chiefs of Police; and 

Membership on national and local "Health and Enforcement in 
Partnership" committees across Canada.

Definitions 


Conditional Release - a supervised release to the community prior to Warrant 
Expiry Date on either day parole, full parole or statutory release. 


Day Parole - a type of conditional release in which offenders are permitted to 
participate in community-based activities in preparation for full parole or statutory 
release. The conditions require offenders to return nightly to an institution or a 
half-way house unless otherwise authorized by the National Parole Board. 


Full Parole - a type of conditional release granted by the National Parole Board 
in which the remainder of the sentence is served under supervision in the 
community. 


Recidivism - commission of a new offence while on supervision in the 
community. It differs from a revocation for violation of a condition of the parole (a 
technical revocation where no criminal incident occurred but the offender's risk to 
public safety was assessed to have required a return to penitentiary) 


Statutory Release - refers to a conditional release that is subject to supervision 
after the offender has served two-thirds of the sentence. 


Temporary Absence - permission given to an eligible offender to be away from 
the normal place of confinement, either escorted or unescorted, for medical, 
administrative, community service, family contact, personal development for 
rehabilitative purposes, or compassionate reasons. 


Warrant Expiry Date - the date the offender's sentence is completed. Offenders 


serving life sentences do not have a warrant expiry date and, if granted a 
conditional release, remain under supervision until their death.

Section I: Minister’s Message 


The Honourable Paul Martin, P.C., M.P. 


As the federal department primarily responsible 
for the Government’s finances and policies for 
economic development and growth, the 
Department of Finance directly supports the 
government’s efforts to provide all Canadians 
and a better quality of life. 


In recent years, thanks to the determination of 
Canadians, the nation’s finances have been put 
on a solid footing through prudent economic and 
fiscal planning. At the same time, funding for a 
number of key social programs has been 
increased and the tax burden for taxpayers and 
businesses has been significantly reduced. As 
well, the government has placed a priority on 
efforts to keep Canada at the forefront of the 
knowledge economy through increased 
investment in skills and learning, as well as 
research and development. 


The Canadian economy has gone through an extended period of low-inflationary growth 
and low unemployment. At the end of 2000, Canada had recorded 21 consecutive 
quarters of GDP growth and its lowest unemployment rate in 25 years. This strength 
augurs well but with the prospect of a slowing economy in the United States, we cannot 


afford to be complacent. 


The Department of Finance will continue to ensure that the Government’s economic and 
fiscal position is protected with the inclusion of prudence to cope with unforeseen 
circumstances. Prudent planning combined with ongoing efforts to reduce Canada’s 
national debt will allow the Government to meet its commitments, both now and in the 
future. In its annual assessment of the nation’s economy, the International Monetary Fund 
noted that “the strong policy framework in place has positioned the real and financial 
economy to cope with any new major economic shock, including a slowdown in U.S. 


growth.” 


A further ongoing challenge is to manage increased interdependence among countries in 
the international financial system. As one of the founding members of the G-20, which 
Canada chairs, we continue to work with other major industrialized countries and 
international financial organizations to promote global financial stability. 


The dedicated public servants who work in the Department of Finance are determined to 
continue providing effective stewardship for the nation’s finances and make life better for 


Canadians.

Section Il: Departmental Overview 


1. Mandate, Mission and Client Groups 


Mandate 


The fundamental purpose of the Department of Finance Canada is to help the government 
develop and implement economic, social and financial policies and programs that foster 
strong sustainable growth. In its central agency role, it serves as the government’s 
primary source of analysis and advice on the economic, fiscal, social and tax implications 
of key government priorities. 


Departmental responsibilities include preparing the federal budget; developing tax and 
tariff policy and legislation; managing federal borrowing on financial markets; 
administering major transfers of federal funds to provinces and territories; developing 
regulatory policy for the country's financial sector; and representing Canada within 
international financial institutions. 


This requires monitoring and researching the performance of the Canadian economy in 
terms of output and growth; employment and income; price stability and monetary 
policy; and long-term structural changes. The Department is also concerned with 
financial market developments, with trade and other international economic matters that 
bear on Canada’s domestic economic performance, and with competitiveness. 


Mission 
The mission of the Department of Finance Canada is to support the Minister of Finance 


and the Secretary of State (International Financial Institutions) in carrying out their core 
functions and statutory responsibilities by 


providing the best possible analysis and policy advice on economic, social and 
financial issues; 


implementing government decisions in a timely and efficient manner, 


communicating government decisions, in the clearest way possible within and 
outside government; 


acting as an effective conduit for the views of participants in the economy from all 
parts of Canada; and 


maintaining high-quality support systems and development programs to carry out 
these functions. 
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Client Groups 


The Department provides services to the following client groups:

The Government, Cabinet and the Treasury Board — by providing analysis, 
advice and recommendations regarding economic, social and financial affairs and tax 
matters. The Department is also responsible for providing instructions for the 
drafting of legislation in these areas. 


Parliamentary and Senate committees — by being the primary sponsor of 
bills on taxation and financial matters and steering them through the 
parliamentary process. 


Parliament, the public and Canadian interest groups — by supporting an 
expanded program of public information and consultation. This includes responding 
to requests for information and providing facts to Canadians on key economic, fiscal 
and tax issues to facilitate wide participation in a more open, broad-based 
consultation process. 


Departments, agencies, and Crown corporations — by playing an active role in 
encouraging co-ordination and harmony among all federal initiatives which affect 
the economy, the financial sector and financial markets. 


Provincial and territorial governments — by constantly working towards improved 
co-operation on transfer, fiscal, taxation and financial sector issues to ensure a 
co-ordinated approach to issues of concern to all governments, and by working with 
provinces and territories as the joint stewards of the Canada Pension Plan (CPP) to 
ensure that it remains financially secure and stable. 


Financial market participants — by working with market participants to 
improve debt management practices and to promote the maintenance of a 
well-functioning market for Government of Canada securities, and by ensuring 
that investors in Canadian government debt are well-informed of financial and 
economic developments. 


International economic and finance community — by developing Canada’s policy 
with respect to the World Bank, the International Monetary Fund and the European 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development; by negotiating double taxation treaties 
with our treaty partners; and by representing Canada in a broad range of official 
international forums (such as the G-7). 


International trade community — by being responsible for Canada’s economic 
import policy, including the Customs Tariff, trade remedy legislation and trade in 
financial services, and by participating in international trade forums (such as the 
World Trade Organization or WTO) and in related negotiations as they concern 
trade, import policy, services and investment issues. 
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2. Departmental Organization 


The Department of Finance operates under sections 14-16 of the Financial 
Administration Act, which provides the Minister with broad responsibility for “the 
management of the Consolidated Revenue Fund and the supervision, control and 
direction of all matters relating to the financial affairs of Canada not by law assigned 
to the Treasury Board or to any other Minister.”

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3. Planning Context 


The key strategic priority for the Department is to help the government make the 
decisions that will contribute the most to strong and sustainable economic growth. Such 
growth will allow both individuals to enjoy sustained increases in living standards and 
governments to have the resources required to provide high-quality public services. 


The Department will make these efforts in the midst of a challenging environment. As 
was noted in the Speech from the Throne on January 30, 2001, Canada and Canadians are 
called to compete in a faster-paced, technology-driven world economy; to respond to 
economic uncertainty among our trading partners; to continue to strengthen the fabric of 
our society in an era of increasing globalization; and to advance our Canadian interests 
and values in the international arena. 


Canada’s recent economic performance has been impressive. The economy grew at a 
strong pace in 2000, while the unemployment rate declined to its lowest level in 25 years. 
At the same time, Canada’s inflation rate over the past five years has averaged 1.7 per 
cent — well below the average for G-7 countries. All Canadians can take pride in the 
strong performance of our economy in recent years, but there is no room for 
complacency. The U.S. economy has slowed more than expected, and uncertainty about 
future U.S. prospects has increased. This will have an impact on the global economy. In 
this context, given the improved fundamentals in recent years and the massive tax cuts 
which took effect on January |, 2001, Canada is well-positioned to ride through any 
short-term economic downturn.

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Strong and Sustainable Economic Growth 


The next few years present a unique opportunity to determine the shape of the Canadian 
economy for at least the decade to come. The economic transformation of Canada has 
been underway for some time, but the rate of change needed for success has been picking 
up even faster. The combined forces of the information revolution and globalization, and 
the speed at which these forces are changing the economic landscape, present unique 
opportunities and risks to all economies. Canada is particularly well placed to seize these 
opportunities. 


An integrated approach is key to longer-term success in the new, global knowledge-based 
economy. The aim of this approach is to make Canada more competitive in the 
converging North American and global space by accentuating our strengths and carving 
out new areas of advantage rather than replicating others. The payoff to such a concerted 
approach should be significantly higher standards of living for Canadians and an 
improved quality of life — in short, making Canada the best place both to live and to 
work. 


Fiscal Sustainability 


= After two decades of deficits, the federal government is now in a period of surpluses. 
A key fiscal planning objective for the next few years is to ensure that a sustainable 
fiscal structure is put in place. 


™ The current slowdown in the U.S. economy raises concerns. It has been deeper and 
more significant than was expected only a few months ago. Given the size of our 
trading relationship with the U.S., this obviously has implications for Canada. It is 
thus essential to ensure that the fiscal structure put in place can cope with such 
unavoidable cyclical swings in the global economy. A healthy mix of strong 
fundamentals — fiscal surpluses, low inflation, tax cuts and forward-looking policies — 
means that Canada is better positioned to manage economic turbulence than it has 
been in decades. 


™ Making sure that the spending and revenue trends that the government puts in place 
are consistent with prudent forecasts of future economic development is key to 
establishing fiscal sustainability over the mandate. 


=! Over the last couple of years, several large, upward revisions to the economic forecast 
have provided the extra resources for the implementation of significant new 
initiatives. It is important to understand the reason for these positive fiscal surprises: 
forecasters under-estimated the pace and scope of Canada’s cyclical recovery. Future 
fiscal dividends have largely to come from growth in productivity above the rate 
assumed in the average private sector medium-term forecast and embedded in the 
2000 Economic Statement and Budget Update.

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The New Knowledge-based Economy 


Innovation is a key element required for success in the new knowledge-based 
economy. It is also an area where Canada faces a real challenge, since a nation’s 
potential for innovative activity is strongly linked to its research capacity. At the 
moment, Canada ranks 15" among OECD countries in its investments in research and 
development as a percentage of GDP. Transforming all sectors of Canada’s economy 
into sectors of the new knowledge-based economy will require a major focus on 
innovation, particularly by the private sector. For its part, the government will 
provide appropriate support for basic research and development, and continue to 
develop a tax and policy regime supportive of entrepreneurship, innovation and risk- 
taking. 


Although Canada faces significant challenges in taking full advantage of 
opportunities provided by the new knowledge-based economy, there is now real 
momentum. The federal government has made significant new investments in basic 
research over the last four years. As well, the tax changes in the 2000 budget 


(http://www.fin.gc.ca/budget00/toce/2000/bud2000e.htm) and 2000 Economic 
Statement and Budget Update (http://www. fin.gc.ca/toce/2000/ec00e.htm) have 


substantially improved incentives for entrepreneurship and innovation. 


Canada needs to ensure that capital markets are efficient and globally competitive to 
serve Canadian business and Canadian consumers well over the decade ahead and to 
support innovation and entrepreneurship. The financial services sector is both a key 
global sector of the new knowledge-based economy in its own right, and a key 
enabler of this economy and of approaches to doing business in all sectors of the 
economy. Leading-edge financial services are information-based, technology-driven 
and strategically focussed (often seeking global market share in niche areas). 
Innovative capital markets will be crucial to Canada’s future economic success. 


Finally, there is a need to ensure that government programs facilitate the adaptation of 
all sectors of the economy to this new environment.

Globalization is not a new trend, but the interaction of “globalizing forces” with 
technology — particularly new information and communications technologies — has 
increased its pace and extended its scope over the last decade. It has fundamentally 
changed our concepts of the “effective marketplace” for goods and services, it is 
leading to the “death of distance,” redefining ways of doing business, and has created 
a truly global market for capital. It has also created truly transnational firms, and now 
transnational NGOs. It is, in short, reshaping relations among citizens, firms, states 
and international organizations. 


Looking ahead over the mandate, Canada is well-positioned to play a leadership role 
in developing further the international “rules of the game,” and in working to ensure 
that the new global economy provides advantages for Canada. As Chair of the G-20 
(http://www.g20.org/indexe.html) and member of other fora, Canada will seek to 
forge consensus on reforms to increase global growth, financial stability and the 
sharing of the benefits of globalization. Canada will also work to strengthen the rules- 
based international trading system. It will pursue its trade and investment interests in 
negotiations, notably in the WTO and the Free Trade Area of the Americas (FTAA), 
and by the appropriate use of dispute settlement procedures. 


Branding matters. We believe that reaping the benefits of truly global markets will 
depend not only on a better policy environment, but on a much better appreciation by 
global investors and global markets of Canada’s advantages.

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Sustainable Development Strategy 


The Department of Finance Canada, along with 27 other federal departments, tabled its 
first sustainable development strategy (SDS) in Parliament in December 1997. The 
Department’s first SDS proved valuable in showing how the federal government’s fiscal 
and economic plans contributed to sustainable development in Canada. It also outlined 
Finance’s approach and contribution to environmental objectives and issues in 
international sustainable development. Finally, it showed how we would improve 
environmental performance in our own operations. 


The Department has now released its updated 2001-03 SDS. This new strategy builds 
upon the solid foundation that was provided by the 1997 strategy and upon the progress 
achieved by the Department and the Government as a whole over the last three years in 
promoting sustainable development. The 2001-03 SDS is focused on priority areas where 
the Department can make unique and important contributions to sustainable development 
in Canada and internationally. It makes use of guidance that was provided by the 
Commissioner of the Environment and Sustainable Development and by other 
departments and stakeholders, and has been shaped by the Department’s own experience 
and lessons learned. 


The actions contained in this strategy support Finance’s two key goals in sustainable 
development for 2001-03: ensuring intergenerational equity and more fully integrating 
economic, social and environmental considerations and objectives into policy making. In 
pursuing these goals the Department has identified four theme areas or key issues upon 
which to base action over the next three years: Building the Future; Integrating the 
Economy and the Environment; Sustainable Development in the Global Economy; and 
Greening Operations. The Department has also renewed its approach to implementing its 
strategy, including designating a departmental sustainable development champion and 
giving new roles to senior management and officials in ensuring the strategy’s 
implementation.

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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I —- The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II —- The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds. 


As part of its ongoing efforts to streamline reporting requirements, the Treasury Board of Canada Secretariat has requested that 
Department of Foreign Affairs and Internationnal Trade and thirteen other departments explore alternative reporting structures to 
this year’s Report on Plans and Priorities. It has, therefore, exempted the department from the usual guidelines for the preparation 
of this report.

Canadians take seriously their role as global citizens. They are proud of their country’s high 
quality of life, and its engagement in the world to uphold shared values and advance peace 
and stability. 


In Canada and abroad, the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade works to 
enhance the quality of life of all Canadians through efforts to improve national and global 
governance, build an innovative economy for the 21*' century, and promote an inclusive 
society with shared benefits. Our international security activities seek to protect Canadians 
from global and transborder threats to their safety, thereby promoting improved governance 
and stability at home and abroad. Our international trade, economic and environmental 
activities help bring prosperity to Canadians by ensuring market access and services for 
Canadian exporters, importers and investors, enabling them to pursue global market 
opportunities while furthering the cause of global sustainable development. Our public 
diplomacy activities promote better worldwide understanding of Canada, our values, culture 
and capabilities, thereby enhancing support for our foreign and trade policy interests and 
strengthening national unity. Our consular services directly assist Canadians in their rapidly 
growing travel and other activities abroad. 


To protect the security of Canada and Canadians, the Department will continue efforts to 
maintain a stable global framework. These efforts will be reinforced through greater 
emphasis on bilateral relations with Canada’s international partners, particularly the United 
States with the change to a new Administration. We will also promote international 
co-operation in major forums, such as the 2002 G-8 Summit to be hosted by Canada, as a 
way of advancing our interests in areas such as disarmament, non-proliferation of weapons 
of mass destruction, nuclear safety, conflict prevention, terrorism and crime. At the United 
Nations, we will remain supportive of efforts to improve multilateral peacekeeping capacity, 
make Security Council operations more effective and transparent, and broaden reform to 
strengthen the UN system. We will continue to advance Canada’s security interests through 
regional co-operation on issues such as supporting the Middle East Peace Process, working 
for NATO adaptation and enlargement, deepening our dialogue on transatlantic security with 
the European Union, improving the crisis prevention capacity of the Organization for 
Security and Co-operation in Europe, and strengthening the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations Regional Forum. 


Promoting respect for human rights and enhancing human well-being remain key values 
underpinning Canada’s engagement with other countries. This involves promoting good 
governance, democratic development and the rule of law. National security and international 
stability can be imperilled by human rights violations, small arms proliferation, 
environmental degradation and transnational crime, such as illegal drug trafficking, terrorism 
and migrant smuggling. We will continue efforts to combat such threats by international 
co-operation, including through the International Criminal Court, the International 
Commission on Intervention and State Sovereignty, and activities for protecting children 
from exploitation and ending the role of diamonds in financing conflict. 
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Building on Canada’s success in pursuing international trade opportunities that emerge from 
the more integrated global economy, we will work to sustain economic growth and improve 
living standards for Canadians in accordance with their values. This effort will involve the 
following: 


* increasing Canada’s ability to promote our exports and attract investment; 

¢ ensuring market access for Canadian exporters under our key trading relationships with 
the United States and other partners; and 

¢ strengthening global trade rules. 


To improve Canada’s ability to promote our exports and attract investment, we will seek to 
extend the success of Team Canada missions by strengthening export market development 
services to Canadian enterprises. For Canadian business clients, Team Canada Inc offers 
co-ordinated delivery of trade and investment services from 23 federal departments and 
agencies. We will focus on provision of services to small and medium-sized enterprises, 
particularly those with the greatest potential for export growth. This effort will involve 
increasing the Trade Commissioner Service abroad to facilitate innovation partnerships 
between Canadian and foreign science and technology communities, as well as to attract 
investment to Canada. It will also involve promoting Canadian culture as a vehicle for 
projecting Canada’s characteristic strengths, demonstrating our leadership in the knowledge- 
based market economy. 


Our trade policy activities focus on improving market access for Canadian exporters, 
importers and investors in order to promote continued economic growth, sustainable 
development and respect for Canadian values. We will manage Canada’s key trading 
relationships, particularly with the United States where we will continue efforts to facilitate 
the greatly expanded cross-border movement of goods and services. Bilateral trade issues 
will continue to require careful attention and will be managed under trade agreements where 
appropriate. 


The multilateral trading system has contributed substantially to Canada’s economic growth 
however, it now needs restructuring to adjust to technological changes in the global 
marketplace, and to social and other issues of interest or concern to our country. Canada 
stands to benefit from current World Trade Organization (WTO) negotiations on agriculture 
and services; at the same time, we are working to overcome obstacles to the launch of 
another round of negotiations, where we can pursue our broader objectives. Complementing 
WTO negotiations are regional and bilateral free trade initiatives. The April 2001 Summit of 
the Americas in Quebec City is an opportunity to make progress on hemispheric negotiations 
toward a Free Trade Area of the Americas. We are also negotiating a free trade agreement 
with Costa Rica and exploring free trade initiatives with other Central American countries 
and Singapore. 


To reinforce support for Canada’s trade and foreign policy, our public diplomacy activities 
keep domestic and international audiences informed about Canada’s role in the world, and 
they promote Canada’s image and values through cultural, artistic and academic expression. 
This effort will remain the focus of our communications, outreach, and assistance for cultural 
and educational marketing, exchanges and other programs. Public diplomacy activities are 
making use of mass communications and advances in information technology to meet the 
growing public demand for faster information delivery, increased transparency and greater 
Government accountability. 
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Part of the task is to demonstrate that Canada is a modern, technologically advanced and 
culturally diverse country, well equipped to benefit from the opportunities of greater global 
interdependence. Highlighting these strengths will also help meet Canada’s objective of 
promoting improved global governance through efforts to bridge the “digital divide”. 


In carrying out all these activities, we will build on Canada’s tradition of active and effective 
global engagement, with the aim of enhancing Canadians’ quality of life in the more 
interdependent world of the 21* century.

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Mandate, Roles and Objectives 


The Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade represents Canada to the world, and 
the world to Canada. Building on its rich legacy of successful diplomacy and mediation, the 
Department provides the vehicle for Canada’s action on the international stage. More than ever 
before, these activities involve the participation of Canadians. 


Mandate 


On behalf of the Government of Canada, the Department conducts all diplomatic and 
consular relations with foreign governments, and represents Canada in international 
organizations. It participates in relevant international negotiations, furthering and protecting 
Canada’s domestic interests and fostering the development of international law. It 
co-ordinates Canada’s economic relations, promoting the expansion of international trade. In 
addition, it administers the foreign service, including the interdepartmental co-ordination of 
diplomatic relations and the operation of missions abroad. The Department’s mandate is set 
out in the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade Act, RSC 1985. Other key 
legislation affecting the Department is listed in Section VI. 


Roles 
The Department has four basic roles that flow from its mandate: 


* to develop and co-ordinate the Government’s international policy; 
* to advocate Canadian interests and values overseas; 


* to provide assistance to Canadians, including trade, investment, passport and consular 
services; and 


* to support other government departments (OGDs) and agencies abroad. 


The Department also provides advice and support to the Prime Minister in the conduct of 
Canada’s international relations involving high level events and activities. 


Departmental Objectives 


In 1995, in response to a report from the Special Joint Committee reviewing Canadian 
foreign policy, the Government released a foreign policy statement entitled Canada in the 
World. In preparing its mission and strategic priorities, the Department has drawn primarily 
from Canada in the World. Its three priorities are as follows: 


* to promote prosperity and employment; 
* to protect our security within a stable global framework; and 


* to project Canadian values and culture. 


In addition, as a fourth priority, the Department aims to provide high-quality services to 
Canadians. 
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At the beginning of the 21‘ century, the Department must conduct Canada’s foreign and 
trade policy in a more interdependent, dynamic world undergoing complex changes. The 
situation presents opportunities for Canadians to improve their quality of life; at the same 
time, they face the challenge of fulfilling their responsibilities as global citizens. The result is 
that in 2001-2002, operating pressures will again increase for the Department, particularly as 
it deals with demands by Canadians for services, with Government commitments, with 
Canadian concerns about international issues and with changing requirements for global 
governance. 


Demands by Canadians for services 


With the growth in activities of Canadians around the world, the Department faces changing, 
expanding demands for consular, international business development and public diplomacy 
services. As Canadians travel abroad more, they require more assistance from Canada’s 
missions abroad. In addition, demand is rising for more complex services as Canadians who 
work and travel abroad are exposed to a more unstable world presenting risks such as violent 
conflict, extreme poverty and infectious diseases. Expanding as well is the demand for 
services to Canadian businesses seeking to compete in the more integrated global economy 
by building on Canada’s strengths as a modern, culturally diversified country with advanced 
information technology capabilities. Client surveys indicate that, to meet demands for export 
and investment promotion services, our missions abroad must provide more specialized 
Trade Commissioner services. Finally, spurring demands for public diplomacy services are 
the rise of mass communications, advances in information technology and a public seeking 
faster responses to inquiries about Government actions on international issues. 


Canadian concerns with international issues 


Canadians are increasingly preoccupied with global and cross-border issues. They are 
concerned that their quality of life at home could be affected by issues such as illegal 
trafficking in drugs and weapons, migrant smuggling, infectious diseases and environmental 
degradation. For example, during 1999 and 2000 the arrival of illegal immigrants on 
Canada’s west coast drew considerable public attention. To promote safer communities for 
Canadians, Government efforts focus on new and emerging threats from global criminal 
activity, including money laundering, terrorism, and the smuggling of people, drugs and 
guns. Canadians understand that such issues require an international response, and they want 
their country to be engaged in the response. The Department addresses cross-border crime 
through bilateral co-operation with Canada’s neighbours and other international partners, and 
also in international organizations, including under the United Nations Convention on 
Transnational Organized Crime.

¢ Summer 2001 — G-8 Foreign Ministers’ Meeting, Italy; 

e July 2001 — Francophonie Games, Ottawa/Hull; 

¢ September 2001 — UN General Assembly Special Session on Children, New York; 

¢ October 2001 — Commonwealth Heads of Government Meeting, Australia; 

¢ October 2001 — Summit of La Francophonie, Lebanon; 

e 2002 — Canada to chair G-8; 

¢ Summer 2002 — Canada to host G-8 Summit. 


Changing requirements for global governance 


The global security situation remains unstable and unpredictable. Regional tensions can 
swiftly escalate into full-blown crises that necessitate longer-term peacebuilding activities 
for their solution. This has been the case in East Timor, and it could easily happen in parts of 
Africa. As new demands for peace support emerge, they stretch Canada’s capacity for 
international deployment of military and police personnel. Pressure is mounting for 
international organizations, particularly the UN, to improve co-ordination of multilateral 
responses to crises — even as many of those organizations are beset by resource shortfalls 
and other constraints. International organizations must continue reforms to enhance their 
performance in this area. Further, they must improve the way they address the challenges of 
a more interrelated world. The end of the Cold War has put new strains on the international 
regimes for non-proliferation and disarmament. To give developing countries greater access 
to the benefits of globalization, efforts are needed to bridge the “digital divide”’.

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Departmental Organization 
The Department has two Ministers (one for Foreign Affairs and one for International Trade) 
and three Secretaries of State (one for the Asia-Pacific region, one for Latin America and 
Africa, and one for la Francophonie and Western Economic Diversification). The 
responsibilities of the two Ministers extend beyond the Department: the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs is also responsible for the International Development Research Centre, the 
International Joint Commission and the International Centre for Human Rights and 
Democratic Development. The Minister for International Trade is responsible for the Export 
Development Corporation, the Canadian Commercial Corporation, the Northern Pipeline 
Agency and the NAFTA Secretariat. In addition, the Department has a third Minister, the 
Minister for International Cooperation. 


The Department has its headquarters in Ottawa and serves Canadians across the country 
through 29 passport offices and a network of regional trade commissioners. Below the level 
of Deputy Minister, the Department has a legal adviser and nine Assistant Deputy Ministers 
(ADMs). Outside Canada, the Department operates through a network of 131 missions and 
29 satellite offices in 197 countries. Overseas representation is aided by approximately 

100 honourary consuls. 


The Department is organized along eight business lines, which are defined by function. 
These business lines are the basis for the Department’s plans, estimates and performance 
reports to Parliament. They are also the basis for managerial accountability within the 
Department. In the departmental matrix organization, six functional ADMs are accountable 
for the eight business lines, and three geographic ADMs implement policies at missions 
abroad.

Business Line Objective 


To contribute to the creation of employment and prosperity in Canada by assisting the Canadian 
business community to take full advantage of international business opportunities abroad, and by 
supporting Canada’s participation in international science and technology exchanges. 


Context 


The technology revolution is changing how business is conducted worldwide and in Canada. In 
an increasingly globalized, interdependent and transparent environment, businesses rely more on 
differentiated and comprehensive knowledge of local market conditions, and on access to the 
right contacts. Trade development organizations everywhere must constantly re-assess their 
approach and improve their service delivery if they are to provide their business clients with the 
leading edge required for success in the global marketplace. In line with these changes has been a 
shift in the needs of traditional users of the Canadian Trade Commissioner Service (TCS) in the 
resource-based and mature industrial sectors: more than market promotion, they require advocacy 
and market access support. At the same time, in services, information technology and knowledge- 
based sectors, there has emerged a new clientele of Canadian firms needing more specialized and 
complex support and services. With the new demands and higher expectations of a “connected 
Canada’’, TCS is being challenged to provide faster, more value-added service. 


To ensure that the Government responds to Canadians’ changing expectations and priorities, the 
management framework presented in Results for Canadians, in March 2000, calls for 
development of sustained interdepartmental partnerships, such as Team Canada Inc. 

A co-ordinated approach to export support services will ensure sharper focus on priorities and 

a more decisive thrust to business-government efforts in international trade. Team Canada Inc is 
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an opportunity for the Government to strengthen and extend the concept of horizontal 
management; by doing so it will better serve its business clientele. 


Among G-7 countries, Canada's exports of goods and services 
4 Pp 


as a percent of GDP in 1999 was the highest. 
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The past 12 months have seen increased international and Canadian recognition of the 
importance of corporate social responsibility in a globalized world. Public and private sectors 
everywhere are working to address the concerns of communities and raise the standards of 
business behaviour internationally. The Government of Canada is involved in various policy 
initiatives that deal with the social impacts of international business activity. These include 
multilateral efforts at the OECD and the International Labour Organization, the UN Global 
Compact, and the International Code of Ethics for Canadian Business. Domestic efforts focus on 
the report on Export Development Corporation (EDC) issued by the Standing Committee on 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade, the development of a code for the Canadian Commercial 
Corporation (CCC) and the provision of guidance to TCS employees who respond to inquiries 
from Canadian companies. 


Canada lags behind other countries in participation in international S&T, according to two 
documents released in October 2000: the Report of the Expert Panel on Canada’s Role in 
International Science and Technology and the Conference Board of Canada’s Report on 
Canada’s Performance and Potential, 2000-2001. Programs and policies must be developed to 
create an effective environment enhancing Canada’s participation.

Business Line Objective 


To contribute to economic growth by creating jobs and prosperity in Canada, through effective 
management of our country’s trading relationships and liberalization of trade and capital flows 
around the world, on the basis of clear and equitable rules that reflect Canadian interests. 


Context 


Canada’s exports have risen from 25 percent of Gross Domestic Product (GDP) in 1991 to 

45.6 percent of GDP in 2000, according to Statistics Canada. As a result, for economic growth 
and success, the country depends increasingly on access to the United States and other markets 
under the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) and other trade accords, on trade 
liberalization, and on the security provided by a modern, up-to-date, rules-based trading system 
under the World Trade Organization (WTO). 


With new or newly re-elected governments in all three NAFTA countries, the time is ripe to 
explore ways of deepening the North American trade and economic partnership, as well as 
expanding Canada’s bilateral market access to the United States and Mexico. 


The Canada-U.S. Softwood Lumber Agreement will expire on March 31, 2001. The Department 
and its stakeholders want unfettered access to the U.S. market, but the possibility exists of 
renewed U.S. trade actions against Canadian exports. Canada will also need to resolve 
outstanding differences with the United States on the International Trafficking in Arms 
Regulations. It must manage a number of irritants in the agricultural sector and, more generally, 
must explore innovative opportunities for greater access to this pivotal export market.

Efforts to launch new, broad-based trade negotiations at the WTO will have to overcome deep- 
seated policy differences between members. Within the Quad (the United States, the European 
Union, Japan and Canada), there are diverging positions over such issues as agriculture. In 
addition, developing countries seek early commitments and concessions from developed nations, 
asserting that the benefits of trade liberalization envisaged under the Uruguay Round have been 
slow to materialize or have failed to do so. 


As chair of the G-8 beginning in January 2002, Canada will be in a position to highlight and 
advance its global priorities in areas such as coherence, sustainable development and poverty 
reduction. 


As host of the 2001 Summit of the Americas in Quebec City and, more generally, through its 
continued leadership in the Free Trade Area of the Americas (FTAA) negotiations, Canada can 
advance the process of hemispheric trade liberalization. It can also seek agreement on the means 
to ensure mutually supportive trade-and-environment and trade-and-labour policies. 


China will host the Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation forum (APEC) summit in 2001. This will 
raise the profile of the APEC process. Given APEC’s “new economy” theme, Canada has a major . 
opportunity to influence national policy stances toward information and communications 
technologies, and to gain further recognition of Canada as a high-tech nation. 


The NAFTA partnership may benefit from the change in political leadership in Washington and 
Mexico City. Beyond North America, interest has surged in bilateral trade initiatives, giving 
Canada the opportunity to pursue market access initiatives with a new range of partners. The 
growing number of such initiatives will strain the Department’s limited negotiating resources, 
and the volume of the initiatives could divert attention in other countries, possibly lessening their 
support for the launch of new multilateral trade negotiations. 


High-profile dispute settlement cases will continue to command considerable attention; an 
example is Canada’s dispute with Brazil on aircraft subsidies. Countries will insist on 
implementation of WTO decisions, such as in the dairy sector. Incidents of non-compliance, 
particularly by the bigger members, could undermine the credibility of the WTO dispute 
settlement system. 


Rising imports from overseas have taken market share from the steel industry in Canada and the 
United States, bringing many firms in both countries to the verge of bankruptcy. The filing of 
massive anti-dumping cases has failed to stem the tide as importers switch sources. This problem 
could complicate the management of Canada-U.S. relations: there is a growing possibility that, 
after seven years of exempting each other from trade cases, Canadian and U.S. steel producers 
may file cases against each other. 


NGOs will continue to seek greater transparency to negotiations on international trade 
agreements, their implementation and the settlement of disputes under the terms of trade 
agreements. This will present a range of challenges for policy makers. It will also put a premium 
on DFAIT’s ongoing efforts to engage, educate and inform Canadians on trade issues through 
consultation and outreach.

To provide Canadians opportunities for increased employment and prosperity by effective 
management of Canada’s trading relationships, and liberalization of international trade around 
the world, based on clear and equitable rules that reflect Canadian interests and the concerns of 
Canadians regarding their health, safety, environment and culture.

Strengthen the multilateral trading system, including by implementing existing WTO 
commitments, participating in agricultural and services negotiations as well as accession 
initiatives, promoting the launch of broader WTO negotiations, and supporting the 
development of further rules/understandings in additional areas. 


Defend Canadian rights, interests and policies through global and regional dispute settlement 
procedures, and refine those procedures where appropriate. 


Expand the Department’s capacity to undertake economic, statistical and policy analysis of 
Canada’s economic and trade performance, and report the analysis to Parliament. 


Ensure smooth management of Canada-U.S. softwood lumber trade after the termination of 
the current bilateral agreement in 2001. 


Improve management of Canada’s trade controls and develop policy to help affected 
Canadian industries adapt to a rapidly changing trade environment. 


Protect and promote the ability of Canada to regulate in the public interest, including in the 
environmental, health and safety, and resource management fields. 


Strengthen the coherence of the global economy’s architecture, and promote good economic 
governance and operation. 


Advance Canada’s economic, social, and financial interests through participation in the G-8 
process. Ensure effective follow-up to the 2000 Okinawa Summit; make substantive and 
logistical preparations for the 2001 Summit in Genoa, and prepare to host the 2002 Summit. 
With Environment Canada, organize associated G-8 Environment Ministerial meeting. 


Provide foreign and economic policy advice on Canada’s involvement in international 
development strategies and initiatives. In economic policies, programs and forums, work for 
greater coherence in trade, social, environmental and development objectives. 
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Section Ill Plans, Results, Activities and Resources 


Promote co-ordinated approaches to Canada’s involvement in multilateral economic and 
environmental organizations, including the WTO, the OECD, APEC, the UN Environment 
Program and other UN agencies, international financial institutions, G-8 Environment 
Ministerial meetings, and other relevant institutions. Improve global international 
governance. 


Improve the understanding of trade and environment policy linkages, and bring this 
knowledge to bear in negotiations on international agreements on trade or the environment. 


Engage, inform and educate Canadians through consultations and outreach on international 
trade and economic policy. 


Develop an overall trade policy consultation framework to improve the effectiveness of 
established consultative and communication mechanisms. 


Promote and defend broader Canadian political and economic interests though trade, 
economic and social policy levers.

Business Line Objective 


To promote a peaceful, law-based international system reflecting Canadian values and responsive 
to Canadian interests, in which Canada is secure from threats from abroad. 


Context 


The security of Canada’s large land mass, lengthy coastlines and long border require 
collaboration with the United States, bilateral co-operation with other like-minded countries, the 
development of multilateral and regional organizations, and the promotion of the international 
rule of law. The security environment will remain volatile and highly unpredictable. Human 
Security has emerged as an internationally recognized foreign policy perspective. 


Simmering regional instabilities that emerge as crises with great rapidity have a profound, short- 
term effect on our ongoing work programs, and then establish themselves as long-term burdens 
on the peacebuilding landscape. New demands for peace support continue to emerge and 
challenge our current capacities. Canadian capacity to deliver “state security” (military and 
police) programs to peace support operations is close to its maximum. A weak UN, hobbled by 
resource constraints (its capabilities having been severely pruned back), is struggling to deliver 
complex peace support programs that are beyond its capabilities. Numerous serious conflicts 
continue to brew in Africa. Should peace be achieved, there will be significant pressure for 
Canada to respond. 


Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade 
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Other multilateral institutions are changing in response to the crises. Some are shedding burdens 
(e.g. United Nations); some are picking them up (e.g. G-8); some are reinventing themselves 
(e.g. NATO); and many are finding that they are simply not up to the job (e.g. Organization for 
African Unity). International crises are fully recognized as “complex emergencies” requiring co- 
ordination of a broad range of security, humanitarian and peacebuilding actors. The dynamics of 
“complex emergencies” are now intensely studied. The habits and mechanisms of co-ordination 
of response to them are in their infancy. There is growing engagement of global economic 
engines (International Financial Institutions, G-8, private sector) in the peace and security 
agenda. 


Pursuit of Canadian security priorities in the Commonwealth, La Francophonie and the United 
Nations system represents an increased challenge now that Canada no longer has the leverage of 
a place on the Security Council. 


Security policy decisions can have profound impact on Canadian industry, particularly nuclear, 
chemical and biological (implementation of weapons treaties), resource extraction sectors 
(sanctions policy), defence industries (any sales to countries in crisis). 


Non-proliferation and disarmament regimes built up over thirty years are stalled, in crisis or are 
in the process of being developed/strengthened. The Conference on Disarmament remains stalled. 
If this blockage is cleared, a major workload will re-emerge. 


The challenges of working with the European Union in multilateral institutions continue, as it 
increasingly operates as a powerful bloc whose positions become entrenched. Within a context 
of developing countries’ perception of uneven benefits of globalization, north-south tensions 
persist within the multilateral system over southern calls for enhanced financing from the north in 
the face of northern donor fatigue and conflicting expectations, particularly on the roles of 
multilateral institutions in regard to internal conflict. 


There is a growing need to address the challenge of the “digital divide” through appropriate UN 
bodies and agencies. For example, Canada is working with the other members of the UN 
Economic and Social Council to integrate information and communications technologies in 
developing countries economic and social development strategies. 


The Commonwealth is currently engaged in a consultative review process regarding the future 
direction that the organization might take, including a possible expansion of the mandate of the 
Commonwealth Ministerial Action Group (CMAG). This presents an opportunity for Canada, 
whose foreign policy priorities have been influential in framing Commonwealth discourse and 
core documents, including summit communiqués, to have an impact on the Commonwealth’s 
future role. However, our current tenure in CMAG will expire at the Commonwealth Heads of 
Government Meeting in October 2001. 


The challenge in La Francophonie is to strengthen the capacity of the organization to carry out its 
new political and human security tasks taken on in recent Summit meetings, while at the same 
time preserving the valuable work on cultural and technical co-operation, promoting cultural 
diversity and dialogue, and holding the Francophonie Games in Ottawa/Hull in 2001. 


Key Results Commitment 


A peaceful, law-based international system in which Canada and Canadians are secure from 
threats abroad and in which Canadian values are respected and Canadian interests advanced. 
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Planned Results and Activities 


Pursue the Government’s international security and co-operation objectives, as updated from time 
to time, through active membership in the United Nations, the G-8, and other forums, through 
Canada’s bilateral relationships, by implementing existing agreements and negotiating new and 
updated legal instruments, mechanisms and processes, by holding interdepartmental 

and provincial/territorial consultations, and by engaging in outreach and consultation with civil 
society and other stakeholders including via modern, two-way communications; and in particular 
to: 


Manage the security/political relationship with the new U.S. Administration, both in its North 
American context and in relation to global, multilateral and regional matters, including as 
regards to National Missile Defence (NMD), the United Nations, counter-terrorism, and other 
areas. 


* Through advocacy and negotiations with the U.S. and NATO partners, find an approach to 
management of the NMD issue that enhances both alliance security and strategic stability. 


* Promote a continued U.S. focus on multilateral non-proliferation, arms control and 
disarmament issues. 


* Maintain an open and productive relationship with the U.S. on counter-terrorism and crime 
issues. 


Consolidate and pursue Canada’s human security agenda through the work of the Department 
in Canada and abroad, including at the United Nations and among the G-8, through regional 
organizations and the Human Security Network (Amman Ministerial meeting), the 
International Commission on Intervention and State Sovereignty, the Children’s Agenda 
(including follow-up to the Winnipeg Conference on War-Affected Children, and preparation 
of the UN Special Session on Children), the International Criminal Court, corporate social 
responsibility, and trade in “conflict” diamonds. Demonstrate effective management of the 
funds and projects through the first Report to Parliament. 


* Support international initiatives which complement the three pillars of Canada’s foreign 
policy, and Canada’s Human Security Agenda in particular, through the Youth International 
Internship Program. 


* Support international initiatives for the protection of war-affected children, including 
assuring Canadian leadership on this issue. 


* Provide policy input to international human rights treaty negotiations, promote the 
prohibition of the worst forms of child labour; co-ordinate submission of Canada’s second 
report to the UN Committee on the Rights of the Child, and prepare for the September 2001 
Special Session on Children. 


* Contribute to a broader understanding of the international community’s obligations in the 
face of massive violations of human rights through the establishment of the International 
Commission on Intervention and State Sovereignty, and work to find a way to move this 
debate toward practical action within the UN system. 


* Support international initiatives for promoting sensitivity to the issue of gender and 
peacebuilding. 
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Support international initiatives for promoting sustainable and viable democracies. 


Build policy-relevant knowledge and capacity concerning the economic dimensions of 
conflict, and support international initiatives to break the link between the illicit trade in 
rough diamonds and armed conflict. 


Develop a Canadian strategy on corporate social responsibility. 


Establish goals and secure the necessary resources for, and manage, the political and security 
aspects of the Canadian-hosted 2002 G-8 Summit, including outreach, inter alia by chairing 


G-8 sub-groups related to non-proliferation, plutonium dispositioning, nuclear safety, conflict 


prevention, terrorism, and crime. 


Combat illicit nuclear materials trafficking through the G-8 Non-Proliferation Experts Group 
and the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA). 


Host and address a possible new mandate for the G-7 Nuclear Safety Working Group. 


Host a series of G-8 Conflict Prevention Officials Meetings to implement agreed upon 
priority actions points, which could include: small arms and light weapons; war-affected 
children, development and conflict; corporate social responsibility; water and the 
environment; country- or region-specific approaches; and the greater integration and 
coherence of conflict prevention policy across relevant sectors (finance, development and 
defence). 


Consolidate the place of La Francophonie in Canadian foreign policy, assure the foreign 
policy aspects of the Francophonie Games (Ottawa/Hull), and manage Canadian participation 


in Francophonie institutions and at the Beirut Summit. 


Increase intra- and inter-departmental consultation, specifically on human security, rights and 
freedoms, cultural diversity, development and economy and on new information technology. 
Contribute to preparatory work for the Ottawa/Hull games in consultation with the Canadian 
Executive Secretariat, the Organizing Committee, the provinces, the International Committee 
for the Games and with Canadian missions located in member countries of La Francophonie. 
Define Canadian priorities and promote their implementation during upcoming Francophonie 
events, such as the Ministerial Conference on Culture in June 2001 and the Beirut Summit. 


Contribute to the evaluation of Francophonie institutions, such as universities, 
intergovernmental organizations and other forums. 
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Advance the Government’s nuclear non-proliferation and disarmament goals, and address 
specific risks, including through Canadian chairmanship of the Missile Technology Control 
Regime Process, active participation in the UN Conference on Small Arms and Light Weapons 
and in the Extended Threat Reduction Initiative, and in other ways. 


* Promote the entry-into-force of the Comprehensive Nuclear Test-Ban Treaty through 
outreach and assistance programs. 


* Chair proactively the G-8 Non-Proliferation Experts Group in the year of the Canadian 
presidency, with the aim of promoting and co-ordinating arms control efforts by the G-8 
countries, including active Summit consideration. 


* Work with G-8 partners to develop an international financing plan for the disposition of 
Russian excess weapons plutonium and, with the IAEA, to support effective verification. 


* Combat the destabilizing transfer and excessive accumulation of small arms and light 
weapons through active participation in the UN 2001 conference on this issue, including 
insertion of the human security perspective. 


- Chair proactively the Missile Technology Control Regime (September 2001-September 
2002) and engagement on missile proliferation questions in other forums, with the aim of 
concluding a multilateral agreement on the restraint of ballistic missiles. 


Strengthen regional security/political co-operation, including, inter alia, at the Organization of 
American States (OAS) and building on the Quebec City Summit to further enhance the 
Government’s hemispheric agenda, adaptation and enlargement of NATO, enhanced dialogue 
with the European Union, improvement of the Organization for Security and Cooperation in 
Europe (OSCE) crisis prevention, and enhancement of the Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations Regional Forum (ARF). 


- Promote, through the Quebec City Summit process, an enhanced Organization of American 
States consultation on regional security. 


- Implement the new Canada/EU security consultation mechanism, including in relation to 
possible future EU-led military missions. 


* Promote expert-level discussions in the OSCE on refugees and internally displaced persons. 


- (Co-operate with Korea and the Philippines to deliver a peacekeeping course to ARF members 
as a confidence-building measure. 


Promoie universalization of the Ottawa Anti-personnel Mines Convention, and advance the 
Government’s landmine policy through bilateral dialogue with key countries, the creation and 
implementation of programs in various mine-related areas, and the management of an 
aggressive public affairs strategy in Canada and abroad. 


* Increase the Ottawa Convention treaty ratification and universalization through a 
co-ordinated international campaign and targeted mine action programs.

Control Framework Convention under the World Health Organization.

Millennium Declaration, including the review process. 


¢ Co-ordinate Government-wide preparations and policy development for the HIV/AIDS 
Special Session in New York in June 2001. 


¢ Asa departing Security Council member, use opportunities and mechanisms for participation 
by non-members in deliberations of the Council, many of which emerged during Canada’s 
1999-2000 membership, with a view to sustaining influence and progress on Canadian 
priorities. 

¢ Pursue financial and administrative reform in the UN and specialized agencies in areas such 
as term limits for heads of agencies and results-based budgeting. 


¢ Play an active role in the negotiation of the Framework Convention on Tobacco Control to 
ensure that the final document reflects Canadian priorities. 


Advance human rights, good governance, democratic development and respect for the rule of 
law: including through practical agenda-setting; active participation at the International 
Conference on Racism; establishment of the Permanent Forum on Indigenous Issues; 
bilateral human rights dialogues; advancement of “protection of civilians” agenda; integration 
of women’s human rights and gender equality perspective in the UN system and other 
multilateral forums; and running for the Commission on the Status of Women for the term 
starting 2002. 


* Strengthen international capacity for governance and accountability among state, private 
sector and civil society actors within a human security framework. 

¢ Promote Canadian human rights priorities in various international forums such as the UN 
General Assembly, the UN Human Rights Commission, the Commonwealth and La 
Francophonie. 

* Provide human rights policy advice and support to ministers, senior management, DFAIT 
divisions, other government departments and Canadian missions, as well as in the preparation 
of Canadian reports to international bodies, international peace support operations, UN, 
OSCE and other international human rights field missions. 

* Carry out human rights dialogues with China, Cuba, Indonesia, and possibly India and 
Mexico, and ensure inclusion of the Canadian Human Rights Commission in international 
activities. 


* Work with Canadian civil society to promote an open foreign policy process. 
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* Promote strategies for and enhance the legal and physical protection of civilians in vulnerable 
situations, especially refugees, internationally displaced persons, humanitarian workers, and 
war-affected children, with attention to compliance with international humanitarian, human 
rights and refugee law, and the role of non-state actors. 


+ Promote greater awareness domestically and internationally of international humanitarian 
law. 


* Enhance international action in the area of population growth and development, including 
management of issues and negotiations related to migration, poverty, social inequity, 
environmental degradation and abuse of human rights; support international initiatives in the 
area of social development and ageing, including preparing for the 2002 Second World 
Assembly on Ageing. 


* Improve domestic co-ordination on immigration and foreign policy issues of concern to 
DFAIT, ensure foreign policy input to new immigration legislation and regulations, and 
strengthen international co-operation on migration, refugee and population policy issues. 


- Implement a strategy for the Transnational Organized Crime Convention Protocols on 
Smuggling of Migrants and Trafficking in Women and Children; and ensure Canadian 
contribution to the development of various strategies to reduce trafficking, particularly 
regarding women and children.

Develop capacity in conflict prevention (including through the G-8 process); and in peace 
support operations, including at the UN (e.g. implementation of the Brahimi Panel Report) and 
in Canadian and international capabilities for civilian police and expert deployment.

Business Line Objective 


To provide appropriate official assistance satisfying the needs of individual Canadians travelling 
or living abroad. 


Context 


Every year, 24 hours a day and seven days a week, the Department provides a broad range of 
consular services to more than 2 million Canadians around the world. These services may include 
emergency evacuation from areas affected by natural or human-caused disasters or political 
crises, or assistance in the event of injury or bereavement, in child abduction and custody dispute 
cases, for kidnapping victims, or for those arrested or detained in foreign prisons. Canadians’ 
international mobility continues to increase as a result of expanded tourism, business and 
commercial activity abroad, and a rise in visits to relatives in other parts of the world. Canadians 
are choosing more exotic locations as their destinations, and such travel accounts for more than 
90 percent of consular cases. In addition, older Canadians and those with disabilities or medical 
problems are travelling more frequently. Canadians living or travelling abroad expect access to 
services of high quality. Months of work must be devoted to complex cases, such as hostage- 
taking incidents that necessitate intensive negotiations. These various factors have added to the 
work of DFAIT staff and made it more complex. 


In growing numbers, Canadians are travelling to locations where health care facilities and 
transportation modes do not meet Canadian standards. Those travelling abroad may not be aware 
that the legal, social or business system in their country of destination differs from that in 
Canada. Canadian companies are increasingly active in countries with serious security problems 
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(e.g. Colombia, Libya, Nigeria, Ecuador, Sudan, Algeria) or where the level of local services is 
well below the Canadian norm. As shown in the following chart, consular cases have increased 
by over 45 percent since 1996.

The Safe Outreach travel program supplies Canadians with information on conditions they 
may encounter abroad and provides advice on preparations they should make before their 
departure from Canada. Currently, the Department produces reports for over 

220 destinations. Travel information and advisories are also available on the Department’s 


Web site (http://voyage.dfait-maeci.gc.ca/menu-e.asp). The Department will continue to 


update and increase the scope of advisories and existing documents. 


Increased capacity of Headquarters to assist missions during emergencies. 


The Department plans improvements to the consular assistance case management system, 
which tracks the assistance provided to Canadians in distress. Among other things, the 
assistance includes issuing emergency travel documents, organizing medical evacuations, 
contacting next of kin, and informing families of progress in dealing with abductions and 
other terrorist activities. 


Better training for consular officers to deal with cases of child abduction, death or 
arrest/detention. 


The Department plans to provide improved professional training for officers dealing with 
sensitive issues, such as child abduction, death or arrest/detention.

Business Line Objective 


To inform Canadians and the international audience about Canada’s role in the world; to promote 
Canada’s image and values through cultural, artistic and academic expression; to manage the 
international dimension of federal/provincial/territorial relations, and promote national identity 
and unity; to engage and reach out to Canadians in the development of foreign policy; and to 
develop corporate-level policy advice. 


Context 


The Public Diplomacy business line conducts policy planning in support of the Department’s 
corporate mandate and strategic priorities. It furnishes policy advice to Ministers of the portfolio, 
Deputy Ministers, ADMs and other senior managers. It provides the secretariat for Canada’s 
participation in the G-8 political process, and engages Canadians in foreign policy outreach, 
consultation and research. 


Public Diplomacy seeks to: 


* supply timely and relevant information to Canadians as well as senior management of this 
and other government departments; 


¢ give Canadian artists and academics the opportunity to encounter the world; 
¢ manage the international dimension of federal-provincial relations; and 


* engage Canadians directly in the formation of the country’s foreign and trade policy.

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Public Diplomacy is committed to increasing Canada’s presence in the world by demonstrating 
that ours is a modern, technologically sophisticated and culturally diverse land, well-placed to 
meet the challenges of globalization. By emphasizing basic national values such as tolerance and 
concern for individual security, and by showing that our federal system can accommodate and 
respond to regional pressures, Canada will occupy its rightful place as an active and respected 
player in international affairs. 


Public Diplomacy promotes “Canada — the Brand” and ensures worldwide recognition of 
Canada’s high technology, cultural and academic excellence, and well-formulated policy 
addressing international concerns. 


In today’s interconnected and interdependent world, the Communications Bureau is using 
leading-edge technologies to advance Canada’s foreign and trade policy interests 

(e.g. CanadExport on-line, continual refinement and updating of information on the DFAIT Web 
site). Over the last five years, the Bureau has dealt with a doubling in the number of news 
releases and speeches, and it is responding to more requests from the public for speakers from all 
levels of the Department. 


Canadians are increasingly aware of the opportunities and demand for our cultural and academic 
products abroad. In growing numbers, Canadian artists are presenting their works to key 
international audiences, showing that Canada’s diversity is a source of strength and inspiration. 
Through the International Council for Canadian Studies, foreign scholars have been encouraged 
to focus on Canada and, in 1999, support was provided for post-secondary courses for some 
150,000 students abroad. The aim is to develop a strong network of Canadian studies specialists, 
many of whom will become key advisers or players in their national governments. 


Canadians are demanding more transparency and accountability from their governments. As has 
been the experience of other departments in the last few years, DFAIT has seen a dramatic 
increase in requests for access to information and in correspondence (particularly e-mail) 
addressed to the Ministers and Secretaries of State. The Department will meet the public’s 
growing demand for information by utilizing new technology, streamlining administrative 
procedures and applying additional resources. 


The past fiscal year saw significantly heavier demands placed on the Department in assisting 
Ministers in their relations with Parliamentarians, Cabinet colleagues and the general public. At 
the same time, the appointment of a new Minister of Foreign Affairs has meant additional 
demands in key branch sectors, including policy, support for Parliament and Cabinet, 
communications, and Ministerial correspondence.

Business Line Objective 


To enable the Department to achieve its mandate and objectives through the delivery of cost- 
effective support services. 


Context 


The Corporate Services business line enables the Department to achieve its mission and 
objectives through the delivery of cost-effective support services, including human resources, 
training, finance, information management, property and materiel, physical security and audit and 
evaluation. 


The next year will be extremely important in reshaping DFAIT’s position classification structure 
with the impending introduction of the Universal Classification Standard (UCS). Implementation 
of the Department’s human resources strategy will also continue to be a high priority. The 
strategy aims at achieving a flexible, adaptable organization with a multiskilled work force. This 
will be achieved through a series of initiatives in the areas of leadership, career management and 
development, learning, human resources management services, locally engaged staff and 
enabling culture. 


In keeping with the Treasury Board’s commitment in Results for Canadians, the Department 

is developing standards and practices to integrate financial and non-financial performance 
information, to properly assess and manage risk and to ensure appropriate control systems. 

The introduction of accrual accounting on April 1, 2001 will impact significantly on departmental 
resource allocation decisions, asset management and strategic investment. 
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The Department’s long-term global property strategy involves the rationalization of property 
holdings by selling or leasing surplus, inadequate or underused property and using the revenue to 
invest in new properties that will be of greater use to the Government. Design of the new 
Canadian Embassy in Berlin is now complete. The selection of a developer will be finalized by 
summer 2001, and construction is expected to start by fall 2001. An extensive program of 
chancery and other accommodation projects is also under way. At headquarters, up to 

500 employees, currently located at various office sites, will be accommodated in the former 
Ottawa City Hall, adjacent to the Pearson Building. 


The Department is exploiting information management and information technology to respond to 
an increasingly complex and interconnected global environment. Key activities in the next fiscal 
year include the Department strengthening its infrastructure, acknowledged by other foreign 
ministries as one of the best in the world; implementing an /nformation Management Action Plan 
to provide policy guidance; enhancing the delivery of internal services electronically; and 
participating in Government On-Line (GOL). DFAIT will perform a vital role in GOL by 
providing information to foreign clients, promoting investment in Canada, and providing on-line 
applications for travel documents. 


On behalf of senior management, the Department’s Office of the Inspector General (OIG) 
conducts 20 to 25 inspections and audits of missions per year, audits headquarters operations, 
performs program evaluations and investigates suspected illegal activities. A key issue for the 
OIG is the imminent promulgation of Treasury Board’s new audit and evaluation policies.

Planned Results and Activities 


Implement UCS and the Department’s human resources strategy. 

* More than ever, human resource management is critical to the successful delivery of 
DFAIT’s mandate. Priorities include improving career management and mobility, supporting 
modern comptrollership, addressing staff recruitment and retention issues, streamlining and 
improving client services, renewing the organization through the implementation of UCS, 
and improving the management framework for locally engaged staff. UCS implementation 
provides the opportunity to reshape the Department through the establishment of new DFAIT 
position descriptions, based on duties and functions which can be compared across the 
Government. Also within the context of UCS implementation, the foreign service group will 
be restructured and competency-based human resource management tools will be developed. 


Put the Department on a solid financial basis. 

- The strategy is to advocate with Treasury Board and other central agencies to obtain 
sufficient funding to permit the Department to effectively meet its policy objectives and 
legislative mandate; to ensure that resources are allocated in line with policy priorities; and to 
apply activity-based costing to resource planning and management. 
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Modernize management. 


The focus will be to transform internal business processes to optimize the capabilities of the 
Department’s new enterprise resource planning systems; to incorporate the principles of 
results-based management into the Department’s corporate planning system; to fully 
implement the Government’s Financial Information Strategy (FIS); and to update processes 
in line with the concepts of modern comptrollership. 


Implement Government On-Line (GOL). 


The project has two main objectives: to improve the quality of service provided to 
departmental clients by offering on-line, by the end of 2004, all our major programs and 
services; and to organize these services around citizens and clients on the internet. The first 
phase of the project (i.e. the on-line supply of information on services and programs at 
DFAIT) is now completed. In the second phase, it is expected that SO percent of DFAIT 
programs and services will be delivered on-line by December 2002, and the remainder by 
December 2004. 


Improve the work place. 


Construction will be completed in 2001-2002 on chanceries in Cairo, Caracas and Warsaw 
and chanceries will be moved to new leased premises in Jakarta, Kuala Lumpur and Prague. 
Other property projects in the design and construction phase over the next three years include 
Ankara, Dhaka, London (Macdonald House renovation), Nairobi, Port-au-Prince and Seoul. 
The Department will seek solutions to the space shortage at headquarters and move DFAIT 
staff into the newly acquired Ottawa City Hall building. The Physical Resources Bureau will 
continue to develop a strategy to deal with health and safety concerns, the growing “rust out” 
backlog and the increased workload and costs associated with ageing properties. 


Improve client services. 


The Department is focusing on improving the delivery of corporate services. Service 
standards will be set, best practices will be monitored, and staff will be trained in modern 
client service techniques. Client feedback will be established through surveys and focus 
groups. Public access to departmental information will be improved through the GOL 
initiative.

Business Line Objective 


To provide internationally respected travel documents to Canadian citizens and other eligible 
residents of Canada. 


Context 


The security and integrity of the passport document and process are vital to everything the 
Passport Office does. The Office handles approximately 3.3 million client transactions annually. 
It must be capable of delivering approximately 15,000 transactions each working day, whether 
these involve processing a passport application or responding to an inquiry made by telephone, 
mail, e-mail or in person. In 1999-2000, the Passport Office issued approximately 1.6 million 
secure travel documents. The volume of passports issued is expected to increase annually by 
under 3.5 percent in the next three years. The 24-page regular passports account for 
approximately 98 percent of delivered travel documents. 


The Passport Office has completed implementation of its automated passport issuance and 
production system (IRIS). This will increase the security and integrity of the entitlement process, 
and will allow more flexible service delivery. In addition, the Passport Office will establish the 
first centre producing passport booklets with new, embedded security features. The technological 
enhancements are designed to meet the demands and requirements of Canadians.

Planned Results and Activities 


Priorities for the next three years are designed to respond to changing circumstances and 
applicants’ needs. The Passport Office will operate as economically and efficiently as possible, 
while improving current levels of client satisfaction and security of documents. To achieve this 
overarching goal, the Office has three major objectives for 2001 to 2004: 


Improve Client Service: Enhance passport security features, and increase service access and 

convenience. 

¢ Accelerate the application of technology to enhance service by implementing the new 
production centres and security features. 

e Under the auspices of the Government On-Line initiative, develop the infrastructure 
requirements that will allow Canadians to perform transactions over the Internet. Funding for 
this activity is provided by Treasury Board ($1.65 million for 2001-2002). 

¢ Optimize front-line service by reducing waiting times for in-person service in major 
population centres (waits of no more than 45 minutes for 95 percent of the year), and by 
developing and deploying a new traffic management approach. 

e Exploit alternative service delivery by increasing access to service. With the Canada Post 
Corporation, the Passport Office will offer more alternative points of service in major 
population centres. 
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* Undertake the new Client Satisfaction Feedback Program, using the voice of clients to set 
service directions and better focus on clients’ needs. The Program will measure the 
satisfaction level of users and establish a baseline for continuous improvement, in conformity 
with the “Government Citizen-Centred Service Initiative”. 


Reduce Imposition on Clients: Re-engineer service and application process. 

¢ Deploy the new expedited and on-demand services for the greater convenience of clients. 

¢ Establish a renewal process for IRIS passport holders to make re-application less 
burdensome. Implement changes to the Passport Office Services Fee Regulations for the new 
services. 


Improve Efficiency and Cost-Effectiveness: Increase productivity and reduce operational costs. 

¢ Explore alternatives to current client service methods: investigate options for providing 
operational activities. 

¢ Explore alternatives to current methods of carrying out functional activities. 

¢ Suspend physical expansion of Passport Office service centres.

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Sustainable Development Strategies 


As required by the Auditor General Act, the Department has prepared Agenda 2003: A 
Sustainable Development Strategy for the Department of Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade, tabled in February 2001. This provides a framework for the sustainable development (SD) 
initiatives of the Department in 2001-2002 and 2002-2003.

* Produce concise promotional material to encourage Canadian implementation of the 
OECD Guidelines for Multinational Enterprises, and to advance simplification of the 
relations between government, business and NGOs. 

¢ Consult with stakeholders to develop a Canadian approach to improved understanding of 
issues related to environmental labeling and certification. 


3. Promote sustainable development in the Department’s international activities. 

¢ Work toward completion of negotiations on a UN Food and Agriculture Organization 
International Plan of Action on Illegal, Unregulated and Unreported Fishing. 

¢ Ratify the 1995 Agreement on Straddling and Highly Migratory Fish Stocks, and seek 
effective implementation by as many states as possible. 

¢ Re-introduce and pass amendments to the /nternational Boundary Waters Treaty Act, 
which prohibits bulk removal of boundary waters from their basins. The legislation’s 
main impact will be on the Great Lakes. 


4. Clarify the place of human security and human rights in sustainable development. 

¢ Commission a study to elaborate key conceptual linkages. 

¢ Host a workshop with relevant OGDs to assess progress in implementing multilateral 
commitments of the UN General Assembly Special Sessions, and identify opportunities 
to promote greater coherence and synergy within the SD agenda. 

¢ Sign and ratify the United Nations Convention against Ti ransnational Organized Crime 
and its protocols against smuggling of migrants, trafficking in persons and illicit 
trafficking in firearms. 

* Provide support for a Youth Preparatory Meeting prior to the UN General Assembly’s 
Special Session on Children in September 2001.

The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. This 
request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in the House of 
Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of three parts: 


Part I — The Government Expenditure Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes both the relationship of 
the key elements of the Main Estimates to the Expenditure Plan (as set out in the Budget). 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending authorities 
(votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve these votes to enable the 
government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled concurrently on or before 1 March. 


Part III - Departmental Expenditure Plans which is divided into two components: 


(1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency (excluding 
Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail on a business line basis and contain information on 
objectives, initiatives and planned results, including links to related resource requirements over a three-year period. 

The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major capital projects, grants and contributions, and net 
program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside 
over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents 
are to be tabled on or before 31 March and referred to committees, which then report back to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


(2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of accomplishments achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover the most 
recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board on behalf of the 
ministers who preside over the departments and agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial 
Administration Act. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource allocation 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments achieved 
in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for the allocation and 
management of public funds.

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Section Il: Departmental Overview 


2.1 What’s New 


The Department of Justice is in the process of modernizing its strategic management 
and accountability practices. As a first step, the Department launched its Strategic Plan, 
2001-2005 at the beginning of 2001. 


Aligned with Results for Canadians, the Strategic Plan articulates three strategic 
directions--Serving Canadians, Providing High Value and Making Choices, and 
Capitalizing on Our Strengths. It also describes how the Department intends to make 
progress towards these directions by highlighting key departmental initiatives that need 
to be implemented.

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2.2 Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities

The Attorney General protects the interests of the Crown within the framework of 
existing legislation. This involves providing legal advice and services to federal 
departments and agencies, including the regulation and conduct of litigation. The 
Attorney General also prosecutes for violations of all federal legislation other than the 
Criminal Code in the provinces and for violations of all federal legislation, including the 
Criminal Code, in the territories. 


The function of the Minister of Justice relates mainly to the policy considerations 
underlying those areas of substantive law that the Minister is directly responsible for. 
The Minister of Justice has general responsibility for federal policies related to the 
administration of justice, except for policing, corrections and parole.

Q to provide the Government of Canada and federal departments and agencies with 
high-quality legal services, 


Q to have superintendence of all matters connected with the administration of justice in 
Canada which are not within provincial or territorial jurisdiction, and 


Q to implement policy and program initiatives in this context with a view to ensuring that 
Canada is a fair, just and law-abiding society with an accessible, equitable, efficient 
and effective system of justice. 


2.4 Planning Context 


Changing Societal Environment 


Rapid demographic, social, cultural, economic and technological change as well as 
globalization, are all putting pressures on Canada's justice system. Changes in 
technology, particularly biotechnological and information technology, raise new issues 
and bring new dimensions to old issues that continue to concern Canadians. 


On another dimension, increasing diversity in the make-up and values of the Canadian 
population necessitates reform to the body of laws and the justice system itself to ensure 
both are reflective of the needs of a modern society and of the values of Canadians. 


Globalization 


Globalization is creating a borderless world where issues that used to be dealt with on a 
purely domestic basis, increasingly have to be dealt with more and more at the 
international level. This trend requires that Canada be a direct participant in international 
efforts to develop human rights and criminal justice instruments and to increase 
economic co-operation amongst other initiatives. At the same time, transnational crime -- 
ranging from the illicit drug trade to terrorist crimes to technology-related crime -- 
requires a globalized response. 


The Department of Justice, within its approved mandate, is called to play an active and 
increased stewardship role in international justice and legal matters. This is effected 
principally through the establishment of ongoing working relationships with international 
partners increased participation in a widening circle of international forums; direct, 
practical contributions to international legal jurisprudence; effective follow-up to 
implement enactments or conventions domestically and in direct co-operation with other 
countries on a bilateral or multilateral basis. 
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Public Expectations 


Public confidence is the cornerstone of a well functioning justice system. Canadians 
today have higher expectations of their justice system and are demanding a greater 
voice in policy-making and a greater responsiveness on the part of the system to their 
needs. They have been expressing a growing concern with the efficiency and 
effectiveness of the justice system, seeing it as fragmented, confusing, slow and 
expensive. 


The Department is responding to these challenges by pursuing a sensible and 
sustainable approach to streamlining and strengthening the justice system that responds 
to Canadians' desire to feel more secure in their homes and communities. At the same 
time, it is promoting crime prevention and restorative justice approaches, decreasing 
reliance on costly correctional systems, and generally targeting justice system resources 
to where they can be most effective. 


The Department is investing in Public Legal Education Program and public consultations 
on law and policy reform to address the need for citizens to better understand their 
justice system and play a meaningful role in it. The Department has recently updated its 
Internet site to provide more information to Canadians in an accessible manner. 


Efficiency of the Justice System 


The increasingly complex environment for Canada, both domestically and internationally, 
creates an impetus for new laws, procedures and programs. These pressures require 
the Department to look carefully at efficiency measures, to work with provinces and 
territories to streamline the administration of justice and criminal procedures, and to work 
on alternatives to traditional, costly court proceedings. 


These same pressures have also led the Department into new areas of co-operation 
through partnerships and the development of horizontal approaches and solutions to 
complex issues. Developments on the federal-provincial front require ongoing attention 
given the shared jurisdiction in this policy area. 


At the same time, the Department of Justice is committed to improving its own 
operations so that it can make its required contribution to maintaining and enhancing 
Canada's justice system in accordance with its mandate role. 


Demand for Legal Services 


The demand for legal services continues to increase mainly because of changes in the 
role of government and in the way it achieves its objectives. The increasing horizontal 
nature of the issues government deals with, increases the requirement for the consistent 
application of the law across federal institutions. 


The Charter of Rights and Freedoms, technological and globalizations all mean that the 
Department of Justice is faced with increased workload and complexities in the legal 
issues the government has to address. This in turn, often leads to complex litigation that 
have a direct impact on public policies and on potential contingent liabilities of the 
Crown. 
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The ever increasing international dimension of the global economy and crime, as well as 
the judicialization of high profile societal issues, have also significantly contributed to 
increasing demand and workloads. 


Available Resources 


The demand for legal services will continue to stretch the amount of resources available 
to the Department. This issue is further compounded by the fact that the Department has 
limited ability to control the demand for its services as most of its activities are not 
discretionary in nature. Program integrity for the Department of Justice therefore hinges 
on continued improvements in the efficiency and effectiveness of the delivery of its 
programs. 


Reference Level Review and Program Integrity 


The Department of Justice has undertaken a fundamental review of its capacity to meet 
the ongoing workload of the Department, and the resources required to address this 
workload. This review has been undertaken in recognition of the growing requirement for 
policy, legal advisory, litigation and prosecution services and the increasing degree of 
difficulty in meeting these obligations within existing resources. 


The review has also examined the ways and means available to Justice to improve its 
service delivery capacity through the application of technology, and management 
improvements. Management and re-engineering issues are being examined and key 
result areas will be incorporated in the Departmental Performance Report and a revised 
Planning, Reporting and Accountability Structure (PRAS). 


New resources obtained as a result of this review are being applied to enhance the 
effectiveness and efficiency of the Department by increasing our capacity to deliver high 
quality legal advice to the Government, to produce and implement quality policy, 
programs and services to Canadians while engaging citizens in policy discussions and 
formulation, and to strengthen the administrative infrastructure necessary to support 
these activities.

3.1.1. Business Line Objective 


To respond, at the national, regional and local levels, to the requirements of the 
Government of Canada, its departments and agencies, for quality legal or legislative 
services, in the most effective and cost-efficient manner in compliance with the law and 
government policy. 


The Government Client Services Business Line will strive to: 


Sustain the high quality of its legal practice and the value it adds to 
government policy making and operations; 
Enhance/strengthen its ability to effectively balance its central agency 


and services role; 

Increase its capacity to anticipate government directions and become a 
leader in emerging areas of law; and 

Increase its capacity to identify and implement management 
efficiencies. 


3.1.2. Business Line Description 


The Government Client Services Business Line encompasses a range of services 
including: 


Q Legislative drafting; 
Q Legal advice and opinions; 
Q Legal advice on policy development; and 


Q Monitoring and representation in the enforcement of federal law in litigation matters 
involving the federal government. 


This business line also ensures that the government legislates in a consistent manner 
and within the law and provides legal direction and advice to government departments 
and agencies to facilitate the accomplishment of their policy and program objectives 
within the framework of the law. It also protects the interests of the government and the 
public and supports the concept of a national system of justice. 


To ensure responsiveness, virtually all client departments incorporate legal services into 
their central administration. These legal services units provide a range of legal services 
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from legal advisory and litigation services, to legislative assistance, that cover all areas 
of the law that are of concern to the departments. 


A network of Regional Offices (BC/Yukon, Prairies/NWT/Nunavut, Ontario, Québec, and 
Atlantic) ensures the provision of legal services across the country to meet the needs of 
the regional operations of government departments and agencies.

The Department continues to emphasize the need for client-focused services and 
shared accountability for the delivery of legal services. The demand for legal services 
however continues to grow as does the nature of those services, as our clients’ needs, 
the government’s and the needs of Canadians change. 


The challenge is to manage growing workloads and changing needs by focussing 
resources and expertise on those areas that are the most important to Canadians, the 
government and client departments. 


The challenge has given rise to six major initiatives, projects and activities, described 
below, aimed at achieving the goal of providing highest value and making choices. 


Legal Services Policy Framework

In order to ensure that services provide the best value at the most appropriate cost, the 
Department of Justice’s partnership with clients features a joint planning process, shared 
responsibility for the costs of legal services and shared accountability for performance 
and for the allocation and use of resources. 


The development and implementation of agreements with client departments is the 
major mechanism by which the Legal Services Policy Framework is implemented. The 
Department will continue to plan jointly and in partnership with client departments, 
identify legal service priorities, measure client satisfaction, develop efficient approaches, 
assess the true costs of the services provided and put in place policies and procedures 
that will make the provision of legal services more cost-effective. 


The objectives under this framework for the next foreseeable future are to: 


Q Enhance support to the planning process with client departments nationally; and 
Q Develop and implement practice management tools. 


To achieve the above objectives, for the next planning period the Department 
will: 


Q Implement recommendations of a management review of the Client Driven Services 
process; 
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a Implement a national planning process, integrating policy and program and services 
delivery issues; and 


Q Provide performance and other data to assess resource management issues. 
Federal Prosecution Service (FPS) Renewal 


Planned Results: 


Supply and demand for The FPS renewal is the departmental response to 


a changing public and legal environment with 
which every member of this department is familiar 
— the Charter, the forces of globalization, the 
changing expectations of Canadians, government 
priorities that focus on zero tolerance, diversion, and restorative justice. Renewal plans 
build on successes by moving forward to strengthen the prosecution function in Canada. 
The vision is one of federal prosecutors working as members of an integrated team with 
provincial colleagues and partners in the criminal justice system across the country. 


prosecutions are measured and 
aligned 


As a result of steady increases in the costs associated with the delivery of legal services, 
including federal prosecution services, Treasury Board asked us in 1999 to undertake a 
formal review, among other areas, of the federal prosecution function to identify both 
pressures and ways to create a more effective and efficient organization. The result was 
a two year process of examining how we work, both inside and outside the Department 
of Justice, and identifying the tools needed to support a renewed Federal Prosecution 
Service. From the beginning, the objective has been to define and resource a 
prosecution function that can meet the challenges of the 21° century. This renewed 
mandate will require the support and commitment not only of those working in the FPS, 
but also of their colleagues across the Department and outside it. 


It is not simply a matter of creating an affordable FPS, but more importantly, of defining 
what the job is and building the tools and capabilities needed to get the job done. 

Six overarching priorities have been identified to guide and inform the FPS renewal : 
Increasing Collaboration and Partnership; 

Alternatives to Prosecutions and Choice of Instruments; 

Strengthening Relationships; 

Unique Circumstances : The Needs of the North; 


Management of Complex Cases; and 
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Management Priorities (including issues related to information management). 


All six priorities contribute to the Department's vision of an FPS that is fully integrated 
with its partners in the justice system; all are intended to deliver both short-term and 
long-term results. The FPS renewal focuses on integration, practice efficiency, 
leadership and partnerships.

Re-examining the nature of the legal services we provide also gives us an opportunity to 
take a hard look at how we deliver them. The Legal Risk Management Initiative is 
reviewing the government's approach to litigation and how it manages legal risk. This 
project has laid the groundwork that will permit us to work with central agencies, our 
clients and the provinces and territories to address the collective management of legal 
services, align service demands with resources, develop choices and alternatives to 
more traditional and sometimes less effective approaches, and increase the efficient 
management of law practice in the Department. 


Improving the way we deliver legal services also demands that we come to terms with 
our dual responsibility to both satisfy the needs of client departments and present legal 
advice from a government-wide perspective. We are taking steps to reconcile diverse 
legal components of complex cases, both within the Department and with our clients, 
and to ensure that a national, government-wide and consistent perspective is integrated 
into our advice to clients at an early stage. 


International Law and Activities

This will include 
determining how best to ensure that the Department has the necessary expertise, at 
junior and senior levels, to respond to these needs. 


The work in the area of international law and activities will facilitate the work of 
employees through better long-term planning on substantive issues that will provide an 
opportunity to devote appropriate resources to international law and activities matters in 
a timely fashion. It will also determine whether organizational changes would be 
desirable both to enhance the Department's ability to serve the Government in the area 
of international law and activities and to provide better support to employees through 
increased definition of areas of practice, information sharing and horizon scanning. 
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Resource Management 


Planned Results: The Department is committed to developing a 
A simpler approach to cost simpler, consistently applied funding system for 
recovery and budget allocation the provision of legal services, which provides 
clear accountability for service, cost and demand. 
To this end, it is working on a costing model with

A comprehensive and 
planned approach will be used for systematically recognising, evaluating and developing 
the leadership competencies of our staff to ensure there are qualified candidates for key 
positions in the organisation in both of the LA streams. This will benefit employees by 
investing in their careers and will result in the employee feeling that he/she is valued by 
the organisation. Employees will also have a defined sense of purpose and direction. 


A number of senior practitioner positions will be created in various areas of the Legal 
Operations Sector to help address the need to augment the proportion of senior legal 
positions in our organisation, laying a foundation for workforce renewal and knowledge 
retention. 


Senior developmental lawyer positions will also be created, such as deputy portfolio 
managers, to develop staff to ensure there are qualified candidates for key positions. 


A Legal Excellence Programme was designed to attract some of the best students from 
law schools across Canada, providing them with experience through articling followed by 
two years of employment as LA-1’s. This programme is a first step in recruiting and 
developing members of its legal community to their full potential. 


A Legal Training Program will be implemented to recognise and deal with the need to 
have a very focussed learning process that:

helps newcomers understand the entire picture: 

keeps itself up-to-date and predicts trends and change:

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3.2 Business Line Details - Law and Policy 


3.2.1 Business Line Objective 


To ensure a responsive, fair, efficient and accessible national system of justice by 
managing the development, testing, promotion and implementation of justice policy, 
programs and services in respect of criminal law, family and youth law; and to ensure a 
fair, effective and responsible public administration by managing the government legal 
framework in respect of administrative law, constitutional law, international law, native 
law, human rights law and information law. 


3.2.2. Business Line Description 


Rapid changes in Canadian society and heightened citizens' expectations have 
intensified the demand for policy leadership. As well, the Constitution ascribes key 
responsibilities to the federal government and in particular, the Minister of Justice in 
specific policy areas. As a result, the Department of Justice has lead responsibility for 
criminal justice policy as well as family and youth law policy. 


The Department also has the lead role in constitutional law, human rights law, 
administrative law, aboriginal justice, access to information and privacy law, official 
languages law, and the Government's mandate for courts and judges, and is responsible 
for over 40 statutes, many with major policy ramifications. 


The Department has to anticipate future legal and societal trends in order to provide 
timely, strategic and effective policy and legal responses; to provide leadership both to 
the government and the public in understanding the changing legal world; to provide 
guidance in achieving governmental objectives in a manner consistent with fundamental 
rights and freedoms; and to take steps to enhance the fairness, equality, accessibility, 
effectiveness and efficiency of legal policy. 


To meet this challenge and ensure Canadians have a fair, efficient, accessible and 
inclusive national system of justice, the Department provides a range of services relating 
to the planning, co-ordination, development, promotion and implementations of justice 
related policies. 


The Department of Justice is continuing the process of strengthening its Justice policy 
support infrastructure including: 


Q Improvements are underway to strengthen the Department's policy priority 
identification processes and link the Justice policy agenda better with that of other 
departments and jurisdictions within the framework of the government's overall policy 
agenda; 


Q An effective policy planning cycle is being developed to augment linkages between 
policy and program priorities, resource planning, evaluation and management 
functions; the focus on resource utilization and results in policy operations is being 
reinforced; and 
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Q Modernization of its strategic management and accountability practices associated 
with the policy development process with, as a first step, introduction of its Strategic 
Plan for 2001-2005 at the beginning of 2001. 


The Department has strengthened its capacity to: 


Q carry out essential research, public consultation, evaluation and 
communications on the major policy initiatives for which the Minister of Justice 
has responsibility, including our capacity to work co-operatively with provinces 
and territories; 


Q ensure that policy options are based on a strong data and analysis foundation 
(including results of previous initiatives of the government and other 
jurisdictions); and 


Q ensure that there is the critical mass of resources available for sound, 
professional policy conceptualization, development, implementation and 
evaluation. 


This will ensure that the emerging policy issues related to the justice system in modern 
Canadian society are appropriately addressed in a timely and effective fashion and that 
each Justice policy dollar is well spent.

1. Introducing justice policies contributing to

Youth Justice 


Youth justice legislation remains the centrepiece of the government's commitment to 
renew Canada's youth justice system. Although Bill C-3, the Youth Criminal Justice Act, 
died on the Order Paper with the fall federal election of 2000, new legislation to change 
how the justice system deals with young offenders was reintroduced as Bill C-7 on 
February 5, 2001. 


The broader Youth Justice Renewal Initiative, a comprehensive, multidisciplinary 
approach to renewing youth justice, will continue to be implemented in collaboration with 
provincial and territorial governments, other federal departments, associations 
traditionally active in youth justice and organizations not traditionally involved with youth 
justice. Key activities planned for 2001-2002 will focus first on support for the passage of 
new youth justice legislation through the Parliamentary process and all steps necessary 
to ensure its effective implementation. 


In addition, the Department will continue to encourage associations not traditionally 
involved in youth justice (arts and recreation; education; mental health: child advocates: 
etc.) to seek out a role in Canada's renewed youth justice system. It will also support 
aboriginal communities as they prepare to undertake their role in a renewed youth 
justice system. 


Lastly, the Department will support provincial and territorial ministries responsible for 
youth justice as they prepare to implement a new regime. 


Youth Justice Cost-Sharing Program 


New five-year financial arrangements have been negotiated with the provinces and 
territories to support the implementation of the proposed youth justice legislation and the 
overall policy objectives of the Youth Justice Renewal Strategy. The new agreements 
will promote and support a wide range of services and programs considered most likely 
to assist in the rehabilitation and reintegration of young persons in conflict with the law, 
and in reducing our reliance on the youth court system and the use of custody and 
detention. These financial arrangements constitute a crucial component of the 
implementation of Youth Justice Renewal undertaken in close co-operation with other 
jurisdictions. The results of the Program will be monitored in co-operation with the 
provinces and territories, and compared to the expected outcomes that have been 
identified for the services and programs funded through the federal contribution. 
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Child Support 


The federal child support reforms came into force May 1, 1997, including Federal Child 
Support Guidelines that make setting the amount of child support fair, predictable and 
consistent for the benefit of children. The legislative changes also include additional 
enforcement measures that help the provinces and territories ensure that family support 
obligations are being met. The federal government continues to provide financial 
assistance to the provinces and territories to assist them in integrating services for the 
benefit of children of families undergoing divorce or separation, including services to 
determine, re-calculate or enforce the amount of child support, parent education 
courses, and dispute resolution services. 


The Child Support Team was set up within the Department to carry out key activities 
connected with the implementation of the child support reforms and the Department has 
completed a positive mid-term evaluation of the initiative. 


The Department will report to Parliament by 2002 on the impact of the guidelines as 
required by the Divorce Act. |In preparation for this report, a comprehensive program of 
research is underway. In addition, public consultations will take place, in co-operation 
with the provinces and territories, on the government's strategy for reforms in the area of 
child support in conjunction with those on custody and access. 


Custody and Access 


The Minister of Justice tabled the government's response to the Special Joint Committee 
on Child Custody and Access on May 10, 1999. The response outlines the Government 
of Canada's strategy for reform of the family law system dealing with child custody and 
access. It endorses reform in the area of custody and access but emphasizes that no 
one level of government can implement effective, sustainable solutions. 


The strategy identifies fundamental reform objectives and principles based on a holistic 
and flexible, child-centered approach. It includes, for example, proposals that will be 
developed further, in partnership with the provinces and territories, to: 


Qs shift the focus of the family law system away from parental rights to parental 
responsibilities; 


Q develop a flexible approach to custody and access issues that is less adversarial and 
responds better to the needs of children and families; and 


Q establish more effective mechanisms for managing disputes between parents that 
recognizes and responds to different levels of conflict. 


While developing the Strategy, the Department of Justice will review recommendations 
of the Special Joint Committee. Further study and research undertaken in 2000 as part 
of this review will lead to public consultations during 2001 on specific proposals. These 
consultations, which will take place in co-operation with provinces and territories, will 
also deal with child support. 
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This initiative is tailored and timed so that the report to Parliament in May 2002 will cover 
custody and access as well as child support. 


Child Victims 


While major responsibility for child protection lies with the provinces, there is a key role 
for the criminal justice system in supporting provincial efforts in this area. This role is 
focused on strengthening the linkages between child protection and criminal justice. The 
objective of the federal government's Child Victims and the Criminal Justice System 
project is to contribute to the enhancement of public safety by improving protection for 
children against harm. As children are among the most vulnerable members of our 
society, measures to enhance their safety are an essential response to concerns about 
this important aspect of public safety. 


Extensive consultations carried out under the project disclose four immediate issues of 
concern: control of pedophiles to avoid re-offending against children; ensuring that 
appropriate offences are available for prosecuting those who harm children; balancing 
the interests of child witnesses and the courts; and a need for federal leadership in 
assisting provinces to share research and best practices information across jurisdictions. 


Efforts are being made to complete consultations as quickly as possible. As a next step 
the Department of Justice will develop proposed options to address issues identified in 
consultation with its partners. 


Modernizing Benefits and Obligations Project 


Follow-up work is continuing to aid federal Departments in changing regulations and 
policies to make them consistent with the approach of Bill C-23 - the Modernization of 
Benefits and Obligations Act, which received Royal Assent on June 29th, 2000. 
Associated with this work, the Department is closely monitoring the work of the Law 
Commission of Canada on dependency. 


National Children's Agenda 


The Department of Justice supports the work of the federal provincial and territorial 
governments in the development of the National Children's Agenda (NCA) which was 
formally launched on May 7, 1999. 


Based on public consultations with Canadians on the vision and direction of the NCA, a 
report entitled "National Children's Agenda: Developing a Shared Vision" was published 
in September 2000. This report is intended to provide the directions that will guide 
governments in their ongoing efforts to support children and families. As part of the 
ongoing Agenda, on September 11, 2000, the federal government announced $23.4 
billion of new federal investments over five years to support agreements by First 
Ministers on Health Renewal and Early Childhood Development. 
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2. Implementing the government's safety and security agenda 
through a balanced approach to criminal justice 


Organized Crime 


The Department is developing a package of proposed legislative measures to combat 
the growing threat of organized crime. These measures will assist law enforcement, 
prosecutors, the courts and the correctional system in targeting organized criminal 
activity. 


Related initiatives include training programs to aid in the implementation of the new 
legislative measures, further research and consultation with stakeholders. 


The Department will, in addition, augment the capacity of the Federal Prosecution 
Service (FPS) to target organized crime, enhance mutual legal assistance and technical 
assistance arrangements with other countries, and increase participation in international 
efforts to address organized crime. The related Intensive Organized Crime Prosecution 
Strategy will feature: dedicated organized crime FPS prosecutors, who will collaborate 
with law enforcement officials in investigating organized criminal activity; creation of 
specialized Justice disclosure units to manage evidence in such cases; and, specialized 
prosecution teams. 


The Department's strategies in this area are closely linked to the efforts of other federal 
departments, and to provincial initiatives. 


Criminal Procedure Reform 


The objectives of Criminal Procedure Reform include simplifying trial procedures; 
modernizing the criminal justice system and enhancing its efficiency through the 
increased use of technology. The Reform also aims to protect victims and witnesses in 
criminal trials and provide speedy trials in accordance with Charter requirements. 


The federal government has been working for some time on Phase III of Criminal 
Procedure Reform. Two previous phases were introduced as legislation in 1994 

(Bill C-42, the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 1994) and 1996 (Bill C-17, the Criminal 
Law Improvement Act, 1996) which are now in effect. The first two phases have been 
successful in assisting jurisdictions to more effectively manage resources in the criminal 
justice system. 


The Phase III reforms were developed in close collaboration with provincial and territorial 
counterparts and were introduced in the House of Commons on June 8, 2000, as part of 
an omnibus bill (Bill C-36). The reforms include proposals relating to: 


Q Modifying procedural aspects of the preliminary inquiry; 

Q_ Disclosure of expert evidence; 

Q Facilitating the establishment of rules of court in relation to case management and 
preliminary inquiries; 
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Q Increasing the application of new technology (e.g. the use of electronic documents 
and expanding the potential for remote appearances): 

Q_ Codifying a plea comprehension inquiry scheme; 

Q Making it easier for Attorneys General to carry out the duty of supervising private 
prosecutions; 

Q Selection of alternate jurors; and 

Q Restricting the right of agents to appear in summary conviction matters. 


Bill C-36 died with the dissolution of Parliament for the November 27, 2000, federal 
election. These amendments were reintroduced on March 14, 2001 as part of Bill C-15, 
the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 2001. 


Criminal Law Amendments 


In the 36" Parliament, the government introduced two "omnibus" criminal law 
amendments bills, C-17 and C-36. In 2001, the Minister of Justice re-introduced these 
measures in a consolidated Criminal Law Amendments, 2007, bill. The legislation will 
include important measures to target crime and to streamline the criminal justice 
process. Important proposed amendments include for example: increasing the 
maximum penalty for the offence of criminal harassment; making home invasions an 
aggravating circumstance for sentencing purposes; consolidating offences related to 
animal cruelty and increasing maximum penalties; and creating an offence of disarming, 
or attempting to disarm, a peace officer. 


The Bill will also: 


Q Create new offences of luring children by means of the Internet: modernize child 
pornography provisions to ensure they apply to new technologies; and lastly, add 
new provisions to deal more appropriately with sentencing of paedophiles, child sex 
tourism, luring and forfeiture; 


Q Clarify the review process for applications to the Minister of Justice regarding 
allegations of a miscarriage of justice (see also Section 690 Criminal Code 
Conviction Review Process); and 


Q Reform and modernize criminal procedure with respect to: preliminary inquiries; 
disclosure of expert evidence; electronic documents and remote appearances: a plea 
comprehension inquiry scheme; private prosecutions; selection of alternate jurors; 
restrictions on the use of agents. 


Firearms 


The government's program to license all firearm owners and register all their firearms is 
entering the third year of a four-year implementation program. This important public 
Safety initiative is already yielding a higher level of public safety by providing authorities 
with timely information which leads to more stringent screening of applicants. The 
licencing component of the Program has been a success and the focus over the coming 
year will be on the registration component which is scheduled for completion by January 
1, 2003. Between now and then, the program will focus on the following priority areas: 
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Q_ Information campaign to stimulate demand for registration of firearms and finalize the 
licensing phase. 

Q Establish more efficient and effective business processes in order to provide better 
service to Canadians. 

Q Modernization of the on-line version of the licencing and registration system to 
provide clients with simpler and more efficient processes for registration. 

Q Provide assistance to the firearms community through outreach efforts. 


In addition to these endeavours, the program is implementing a long term management 
structure that will maximize effective management of the multi-partner consortium while 
maintaining the highest possible level of public safety. 


Lawful Access 


In partnership with Solicitor General and other departments, the Department of Justice is 
undertaking the Lawful Access project, which will implement a new framework to allow 
law enforcement and national security agencies appropriate access to new technologies 
for purposes of investigation and communication. Rapidly evolving technologies present 
complex challenges to government agencies and are being used by organized crime and 
others to shield activities such as drug trafficking, money laundering and terrorism. In 
particular, the Justice effort will focus on a comprehensive review of existing legislative 
and technological challenges pertaining to lawful access, and the development of a new, 
comprehensive legislative regime. Topics such as interception, evidence, cryptography 
and the overall structure of Criminal Code offences in this area are under consideration. 


3. Strengthening confidence and trust in the justice system 
and working towards an equitable and accessible justice 


system responsive to the evolving needs of a diverse 
population. 


Victims of Crime 


The proclamation of Bill C-79 in late 1999, the establishment of the Policy Centre for 
Victim Issues within the Department of Justice and the allocation of funding for the Policy 
Centre permits the full implementation of the Department of Justice’s strategy for victims 
of crime as outlined in the December 1998 Response to the Fourteenth Report of the 
Standing Committee on Justice and Human Rights. The Criminal Code amendments 
build upon and expand reforms made in the preceding fifteen years and facilitate victim 
participation in the criminal process by, among other measures, encouraging the 
provision of information about victim impact statements, permitting the victim to read 
their statement aloud, protecting the victim’s or witnesses’ identity in appropriate 
circumstances, and enhancing victim safety by requiring decision makers (police 
Officers, justices of the peace, judges) to consider the victim’s safety and security when 
determining whether to release an accused person. A victim surcharge is now 
automatically imposed on convicted offenders to provide accountability to victims in 
general and to provide revenue to provinces and territories for victim services. 
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The Policy Centre for Victim Issues is mandated to co-ordinate all federal criminal justice 
initiatives pertaining to victims of crime, and to conduct research on emerging issues in 
victimization and criminal justice system response. The Centre is also tasked with 
consulting widely with victims and victim service providers to ensure their perspective is 
considered in the development of relevant policy and legislation and promoting initiatives 
to increase awareness about the impact of victimization and legislation, policies, 
services and assistance available to meet the needs of victims. 


A Victims Fund supports non-governmental organizations in developing innovative 
responses to victim services and assistance, including public education, information and 
research. In addition, federal financial assistance to provinces and territories is intended 
to facilitate the implementation of Criminal Code reforms and provincial/territorial victim 
legislation. 


Sentencing Reform and Restorative Justice 


The Department will continue to monitor sentencing patterns and jurisprudence relating 

to conditional sentences in the wake of recent landmark decisions of the Supreme Court 
of Canada. The Department is also engaged in a significant research effort dealing with 

sentencing guidelines and mandatory sentencing practices in use in other countries with 
a view to determining their effectiveness in those jurisdictions. 


In the area of restorative justice the Department will continue its co-operative work with 
federal partners and other levels of government to advance the policy and program 
development of restorative approaches to resolving criminal conduct. In particular it will 
play a lead role in suggestions for the adoption of basic principles on the use of 
restorative programs both in Canada and internationally through a resolution the 
Canadian government introduced at the United Nation's Crime Commission in 

April, 2000. 


Feasibility Study of Structural Reform of the Justice System 


There is a need for the federal government to continually review existing mechanisms 
and structures to identify ways to increase the efficiency, effectiveness and accessibility 
of the justice system, without compromising the quality of justice provided. This need 
stems, in part, from concerns caused by delays and high costs associated with the 
current court system, and also from the fact that the current structure is often perceived 
as being unduly complex and inaccessible. 


A number of provincial Attorneys General have recently expressed an interest in 
reforming court structure and, in particular, the concept of a unified criminal court (UCC). 
Accordingly, the Department of Justice is now leading a study to look at the feasibility of 
structural reform of the justice system. Some of the reform models the study will 
consider are: the UCC or single-level trial court model: the “Quebec” model of an 
expanded jurisdiction for the provincial court; and the merger of trial court 
administrations as well as the reclassification of offences. 
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It is expected that this study will be completed and the results reported to responsible 
Ministers in late 2001 or early 2002. The work plan for the feasibility study calls for the 
study to conclude with a report to Federal/Provincial/Territorial Ministers Responsible for 
Justice in late 2001 or early 2002. 


Section 690 Criminal Code Conviction Review Process: 


Section 690 of the Criminal Code allows a person who has been convicted of an 
indictable offence or sentenced by a court under Part XXIV of the Criminal Code, and 
who believes he or she has been wrongly convicted, to apply for a review of their case 
by the Minister of Justice. On June 8, 2000, the Minister of Justice introduced Bill C-36, 
which included amendments to section 690. At the same time, the Minister announced 
that administrative changes would be made to the conviction review unit. Bill C-36 died 
on the Order Paper when Parliament was dissolved in the autumn of 2000. The Minister 
has reintroduced the section 690 amendments under Bill C-15 the Criminal Law 
Amendments Act, 2001. The legislative proposals and administrative changes are 
designed to make the conviction review process more open, accessible and 
accountable. 


Comprehensive Review of the Canadian Human Rights Act 


On April 8, 1999, the Minister of Justice announced the establishment of an independent 
Panel, chaired by Justice La Forest, to conduct a review of the Canadian Human Rights 
Act - the first comprehensive review since 1977. The Review Panel made its Report, 
entitled Promoting Equality: A New Vision, public in June 2000. The Report, a product of 
extensive consultations with public and private stakeholders, contains 165 
recommendations, which are cross-cutting and wide-ranging, including process and 
procedural changes to additional grounds of discrimination and exemptions. 


Canadians expect the Government to address the key issues raised by the Panel. Our 
approach and priority for the 2001-02 fiscal year will be to do this in a balanced, practical 
and humanitarian manner. The Department will continue to review and assess these 
recommendations in close collaboration with other federal departments and interest 
groups. 


Pay Equity Review 


Further to the Government’s announcement on October 29, 1999, to review pay equity, 
the Ministers of Justice and Labour agreed to collaborate and partner on this important 
initiative. In October 2000, the Ministers of Justice and Labour appointed Beth Bilson, 
Dean, College of Law, University of Saskatchewan, as Chair of the Pay Equity Task 
Force. Her first responsibilities as Chair included conducting consultations with major 
stakeholder organizations to identify issues and concerns. These consultations were 
completed in December 2000 and a Report was submitted to the Ministers of Justice 
and Labour. 


During Phase II, a three-member independent Task Force, will conduct a comprehensive 


review of the current equal pay provisions of the Canadian Human Rights Act, as well as 
the Equal Wages Guidelines. 
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Privacy Protection 


In August 2000, the Minister of Justice announced a review of the federal privacy 
regime. This review was suggested in part by the advent of information technology, 
biotechnology, and the coming into force of the Personal Information Protection and 
Electronic Documents Act, which addresses privacy in the private sector. The review 
will focus on whether current laws are adequate to protect the privacy of Canadians. As 
part of this review, the Department will consult federal departments and agencies, as 
well as consider previous calls for reform, including proposals by the Privacy 
Commissioner. The Department will also consult with Canadians. 


Access to information 


In response to concerns expressed by various parties including Private Members Bills, 
the Information Commissioner, and others, on August 21, 2000 the Minister of Justice 
and the President of the Treasury Board announced the establishment of the Access to 
Information Review Task Force. The Task Force is conducting a comprehensive review 
of the access to information regime including the need for administrative and legislative 
changes. The Task Force will make recommendations later this year. Some legislative 
amendments to the law may be necessary. The Department continues to monitor the 
concerns related to access to information and await the recommendations of the Task 
Force before undertaking any broad-based legislative reform. 


Public Legal Education and Information 


The Department will continue to be a leader in the area of public legal education and 
information (PLEI) by providing ongoing and project funding to provincial and territorial 
governments and organizations. The network of PLEI organizations plays a valuable role 
in ensuring that Canadians are aware of their legal rights and responsibilities. In 
addition, the department is launching a national discussion on future directions for PLE| 
as it reconsiders its vision in light of current departmental and government-wide priorities 
and objectives. 


Legal Aid Agreements 


The Department of Justice, in co-operation with the provinces and territories through the 
Federal/Provincial/Territorial Permanent Working Group on Legal Aid, will continue to 
focus on the renegotiation of the Federal/Provincial/Territorial agreements which expire 
on March 31, 2001. 
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4. Working towards an integrated justice system that is cost- 
effective, citizen-centered and linked to the community. 


Community Safety and Crime Prevention 


The 1999 Speech from the Throne announced the federal government's plan to expand 
the National Strategy on Community Safety and Crime Prevention. Opportunity for All - 
The Liberal Plan for the Future of Canada, released in November 2000, committed to 
increase funding for the Strategy by $145 million over four years. The National Crime 
Prevention Centre is developing options for this announced expansion. An expanded 
Strategy would maintain a focus on pragmatic, collaborative and effective approaches to 
prevent crime that engage citizens at the community level. 


During 2000, a mid-term evaluation of the Strategy was conducted. The purpose of this 
evaluation was to provide feedback and analysis of the overall structure and functioning 
of the Strategy. The results focussed on the accomplishments of the Strategy to date 
and highlighted areas for future enhancements. The evaluation framework also included 
a number of sub-studies focusing on benchmarking of current practices and information 
on crime prevention and this data will help in the evaluation of the impact of the National 
Strategy. 


Grants and Contributions 


The departmental Grants and Contributions program is used as a policy instrument to 
fund innovative projects which in turn facilitate program and legislative design. The 
current program is under evaluation. At the completion of the process, a strategy will be 
developed to ensure the revamped program is aligned to current needs and priorities. 


Access to Justice Agreements (AJA) 


These cost-sharing agreements with Nunavut, the Northwest Territories and the Yukon, 
cover the provision of Legal Aid, Native Courtworker and Public Legal Education and 
Information services in Canada's north. The existing terms and conditions for these 
initiatives come up for renewal on March 31, 2001 and are expected to be reapplied on 
an interim basis to allow the Department, in co-operation with its territorial counterparts, 
to address a number of issues including program design/delivery options which will have 
a bearing on the longer-term future of these innovative funding agreements. 


Native Courtworker Program 

In 2001-02 the Department will address all outstanding matters that were examined as 
part of the tripartite (federal, provincial/territorial, Aboriginal agency) review of the Native 
Courtworker (NCW) Program that was carried out in the late 1990s. The Department will: 


Q negotiate and enter into revised NCW cost-sharing agreements with provincial and 
territorial partners that reflect the evolving role of courtworkers in relation to the 
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growing array of community-based justice initiatives and to other new developments 
in the administration of justice; 


Q endeavour to respond to the funding pressures on this Program; and 


Q in co-operation with its program partners, enhance the infrastructure that supports 
NCW Program implementation (by using tools such as a national database and 
developing a national courtworker training curriculum). 


Judiciary 


The Judicial Affairs Unit supports the Minister and Deputy Minister in their relationship 
with the federally appointed judiciary, and is regularly consulted by government 
departments and central agencies with respect to the judiciary and courts generally. 
Priorities for the coming year include implementing the Government response to the 
recommendations of the Quadrennial Judicial Compensation and Benefits Commission 
and policy work on court structures and court reform. Other priorities will involve 
litigation support in cases involving courts or the judiciary, as well as other matters that 
may arise on an urgent basis. 


| 5. Leadership on international justice issues 


International Criminal Justice 


The Department continues to play an important role in international forums such as the 
United Nations (UN), the Organization of American States (OAS), the Organization for 
Economic Co-operation and Development (OECD), the Council of Europe and the G8 in 
addressing international criminal justice issues. 


The Crimes Against Humanity and War Crimes Act came into force on October 23, 

2000. The Act ensures that Canada is able to meet its obligations under the Rome 
Statute of the International Criminal Court and it strengthened the legislative foundation 
for the prosecution in Canada of genocide, crimes against humanity and war crimes. The 
Department continues to work with the Department of Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade to support the establishment of the International Criminal Court (ICC). 


Departmental officials participated in the negotiation and development of the United 
Nations Convention against Transnational Organized Crime, which Canada signed on 
December 14, 2000. Canada also signed two supplementary protocols on that date: the 
Protocol Against the Smuggling of Migrants by Land, Sea and Air and the Protocol to 
Prevent, Suppress and Punish Trafficking in Persons, Especially Women and Children. 
The Department is actively involved in efforts to complete a final supplementary protocol 
on combating the illicit manufacturing of and trafficking in firearms. 


Departmental officials played a significant role in the negotiation and development of the 
Council of Europe draft Convention on Cyber Crime, which is scheduled to be finalized 
in 2001. As well, the Department actively participated in working groups of the G8 
relating to transnational organized crime, mutual legal assistance and high-tech crime. In 
2001 the Department will continue to be active on a number of additional fronts including 
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participation in a high-level G8 conference on building confidence and safety in cyber- 
space, to be attended by industry and law enforcement representatives in Japan. It also 
provided leadership to the Commonwealth Secretariat in developing Commonwealth 
initiatives to address computer crime, and will continue to play a leadership role within 
Commonwealth initiatives in 2001. 


The Department continues to be active in international anti-corruption efforts, particularly 
in the UN, the OAS and the OECD. The Department is involved in the mutual evaluation 
process within the OECD to monitor each participating country’s implementation of the 
Convention on Combating Bribery of Foreign Public Officials in International Business 
Transactions. It is also involved in the process to develop a follow-up mechanism to the 
Inter-American Convention against Corruption. The Department expects to play a key 
role in efforts to prepare for and to negotiate a new UN instrument against corruption. 


The Department is playing a leadership role within the OAS in the establishment of an 
electronic network on mutual legal assistance in the field of criminal law within the 
hemisphere. The Department will continue assisting Solicitor General Canada in working 
bilaterally with the United States to address transnational fraud. 


The Department will continue to participate in efforts to implement in Canada various 
international criminal law conventions, such as the Convention on the Safety of United 
Nations and Associated Personnel, the International Convention for the Suppression of 
Terrorist Bombings and the International Convention for the Suppression of the 
Financing of Terrorism. 


Private International Law 


The Department continues to contribute to the harmonization of private international law 
within international organizations such as the Hague Conference on Private International 
Law, Unidroit, the United Nations Commission on International Trade Law (UNCITRAL) 
and in regional organizations such as the Organization of American States (OAS). 
Current active areas include international commercial law, judicial co-operation and 
enforcement of judgements, family law and child/adult protection, as well as protection of 
property. 


The most important international commercial law initiatives of this upcoming year 
include: the draft Convention on International Interests in Mobile Equipment and related 
draft Aircraft Equipment Protocol co-sponsored by Unidroit and the International Civil 
Aviation Organization (ICAO), which provides a framework for the creation and effects of 
an international interest in mobile equipment: the finalization of UNCITRAL's draft 
Convention on Assignments in International Trade; UNCITRAL’s further work in the area 
of arbitration; and the signature and ratification of the World Bank Convention on the 
Settlement of Investment Disputes between States and Nationals of Other States 
(ICSID), which requires the agreement of all Canadian jurisdictions. 


The Department of Justice will be working, in co-operation with the Uniform Law 
Conference of Canada (ULCC), in the coming year, to draft a uniform act to implement 
the Convention on International Interests in Mobile Equipment and the Protocol on 
matters specific to Aircraft Equipment. 
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As well, the Hague draft Convention on Jurisdiction and Foreign Judgements in Civil and 
Commercial Matters should be finalized late this year or in early 2002 and could become 
one of the most significant conventions in the area of jurisdiction and enforcement of 
foreign judgements. The Department of Justice will also continue to work closely with the 
ULCC in preparing a Uniform Enforcement of Foreign Judgements Act for August 2001 
to ensure uniformity in provincial legislation in the field. 


In the family law area, consultations will be undertaken with the provinces and territories 
to examine the interest of Canada in becoming party to the 1999 Convention on the 
International Protection of Adults and the 1996 Convention on Jurisdiction, Applicable 
Law, Recognition, Enforcement and Co-operation in Respect of Parental Responsibility 
and Measures for the Protection of Children. A ULCC Working Group with Department 
of Justice participation will undertake the preparation of uniform implementing legislation 
for both Conventions.

It 
also will be turning its attention to enhancing its capacity to plan through the 
identification and gathering of performance measurement information which will ensure 
that it knows in quantifiable terms what the trends are in its workload, and the effort 
required to address tt. 


The Department of Justice adopted and implemented a number of measures to enhance 
the way resources are allocated to the Department's three lines of business. It will 
continue to fine-tune and improve the processes involved and implement the Financial 
Information Strategy and Comptrollership, two government-wide initiatives. 


In summary, the Department is moving to introduce modern comptrollership practices to 
enhance its decision-making capacity based upon complete and integrated financial and 
non-financial information.

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Human Resources Management 


INVESTING IN PEOPLE is the Department's Human Resources Plan for the period 
2000/01 to 2003/2004. It provides a departmental human resources perspective on the 
allocation of Program Integrity resources and the structuring of various initiatives and 
key strategies to respond to our evolving needs and priorities. The Plan also serves as 
an internal monitoring mechanism to chart progress toward achieving results, measuring 
success and managing additional resources. 


For many public sector organizations, including our own, human resource management 
has become one of the most significant strategic functions for the 1990s and 2000s. 
With the reality of world-wide competition for talent, organizations must increasingly rely 
on their ability to attract, retain, and motivate employees with drive, talent, and skills as 
the key success factor in this very competitive environment. Developing that ability is 
one aspect of the human resource management function in Justice. 


The Department is faced with a multitude of human resource management challenges. 
First, as one of Canada’s institutions of democracy, Justice must rely on the highest 
calibre of professionals and count on a workforce whose ethics, commitment, values and 
culture of inclusiveness are of the highest standard. To foster a workforce with these 
strengths, this must be a workplace of first choice by promoting public service values, 
leadership and innovation at all levels within its organization. 


Second, retaining these highly qualified professionals requires a significant investment, 
especially in the face of Program Review resulting in the erosion of certain departmental 
resources without a corresponding decrease in the demand for legal services. The 
Department has struggled with the issue of financial pressures for a number of years 
and has now received an influx of funding as a result of RLR. Thus, appropriate 
planning for the spending of these additional resources is of utmost priority to ensure the 
effective and efficient use of monies. Finally, certain government operations have 
decentralized to regions, and this has meant that Justice’s regional offices have 
assumed a greater and much more challenging role in providing legal services to those 
clients. DOJ regional offices have grown dramatically over the past years and will 
increasingly reflect the range and diversity of services offered and needed across the 
Government. 


Workload management issues will be addressed through effective realignment of work 
with RLR resources, flexible work arrangements which help address balancing work and 
personal responsibilities and streamlining staffing so positions can be filled more 
effectively. DOJ will strengthen its approaches to leadership and career development to 
ensure a world-class talent pool is built and to ensure that its management culture is 
supportive of attracting, retaining and developing the best possible talent. In addition, 
the Department is committed to realizing its four corporate objectives: 


Q To address workload issues; 

Q To take concrete action to reduce reliance on term employment; 

Q To ensure every employee takes a minimum of five days of professional 
development each year; and 

Q To foster a harassment-free workplace. 
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Communications 


Over the past year the Communications Branch has worked to meet several key 
challenges set out in our corporate plans and priorities. Justice Canada now has 
communications advisors in five regions across the country. With this network in place, 
the department will be able to improve its media relations capacity, monitor local media 
and public environments and identify regional issues more effectively and efficiently. 


During fiscal year 2001-2002, the Communications Branch will continue to support the 
department's overall strategic plan. This will be done through the outreach programs 
and by providing communications advice and guidance to support the department's 
internal communications needs. 


Outreach Programs: The Communications Branch is developing a coherent, consistent 
and sustained corporate image for the department to use in its outreach program. As 
part of this program, the Communications Branch is producing a new quarterly magazine 
for the legal community; is implementing a speakers outreach program; and is 
participating in exhibit programs aimed at recruiting and attracting new lawyers for the 
Canadian government. 


Together, these activities provide a proactive approach to promoting awareness of the 
Department of Justice while also helping it meet the challenges of a more competitive 
work environment. Increasing public awareness of the department and its services will 
help make the justice system relevant, accessible and responsive to the needs of 
Canadians. Improving promotional capacity to support business and recruitment 
Strategies will better position the department to deliver leadership and excellence in the 
areas of law and policy that are integral to the role of government. 


Work Environment: The strategic plan is concerned with providing a work environment 
that responds to the needs of Department of Justice employees in a changing and 
growing environment. This new environment involves many emerging and long-term 
pressures which require the department to enhance the way it does business internally 
(with employees and client groups) and externally (in its relationship with the public). 


During fiscal year 2001-2002, the Communications Branch will work with other 
departmental sectors to provide tools for implementing these changes. The tools will 
provide employees with easy access to the information they need to help them manage 
the transition to a new work environment. 


Core Services: In addition to the specific items noted above, the Communications 
Branch will continue to provide high quality services to its clients. Through its 
Communications Advisors and Media Relations unit, the Public Affairs Division will 
provide the department and the Minister’s Office with strategic communications planning 
and advice as well as a wide range of communications products. The Corporate 
Communications and Services Division will continue to support the department'’s internal 
communications needs by providing advice for electronic communications, print 
publishing and other communications services. 
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Information Management 


The key priorities for information management in 2001-2002 will be to expand 
communications, facilitate the sharing of knowledge, and continue development of a 
management framework for information management and information technology. 


The Department will focus on improving communications using Internet technology to 
address connectivity requirements between headquarters, the regions, departmental 
legal services units, tele-workers, clients, citizens and communities of interest. Secure 
remote access to electronic mail and departmental business applications will be an 
important component of this enhanced connectivity initiative. The Justice-on-Line 
project, as part of the wider Government-on-Line initiative, will be key to improving 
Canadians' ability to access the justice system through electronic access to information, 
services and resources. 


The Department will continue to pursue opportunities to share knowledge and work 
products in support of its legal services and policy activities. A key initiative will be the 
building of an electronic collaboration and teamwork environment to enhance working 
relationships with provincial, territorial, national and international organizations. Other 
initiatives will include the development of executive information management systems 
and prototypes for electronic document management. Initiatives to reuse work products 
and increase efficiency in the use and management of information will be a positive 
factor in the Department’s efforts to help employees address their increasing workload. 


The governance model for the management of information management and information 


technology in the department will be further developed to ensure a clear framework is in 
place to delineate related roles and responsibilities and set priorities.
